COUNTY Hall chiefs have made a 
sensational U-turn over controver¬ 
sial plans to set a cap on its popular 
Freedom Pass following wide¬ 
spread pressure from parents. 

Thousands signed a petition 
against the upcoming changes in 
which a new ‘top-up’ style 
smartcard, costing £100, would be 
introduced but with a limit of £350 
worth of travel. 

Currently, secondary children 
up to the age of 16 pay £100 for 
unlimited travel, during school 
term, holidays and weekends. 

Cash-strapped Kent County 
Council, however, argued it was no 
longer able to support the scheme 
in its current form due to govern¬ 
ment budget cuts. 

It must save £6 million from the 
£13.5m annual cost of the pass in 
the next financial year. 

Following huge backlash from 
parents, however, the authority 
has now instead proposed a fixed 
fee pass costing £200. 

But unlike the current scheme, 
travel on the new pass will be 
limited to 6am-7pm Monday to 
Friday, and not be valid during the 


month of August. 

Cabinet member for transport at 
KCC David Brazier said: “The Kent 
Freedom Pass is a discretionary 
scheme, which means that we 
provide it without any statutory 
obligation to do so. 

“We must find £2 73m of savings 
over the next three years, so in 
order to continue delivering the 
most valued element of the 
Freedom Pass we have focused on 
providing school-day travel. 

“To fund this we must increase 


the cost of the new pass to £200 - 
but this is still less than the extra 
cost parents were telling us they 
would have had to have faced if we 
had replaced the Freedom Pass 
with a capped-value smart card.” 

Parent and Conservative 
Shepway district councillor Emily 
Arnold was a leading campaigner 
in the fight against the smartcard- 
style card. 

She launched petitions which 
were signed by thousands of 
parents. 


Travel Pass and cost £200 

Cllr Arnold said she would have 
had to pay up to £1,000 for her two 
secondary-aged children to get to 
school had the top-up pass been 
introduced. 

She said: “I’m very happy with 
the planned changes.” 

Work on a pass for those aged 
16-18 continues - with speculation 
suggesting it will cost £400. 

The authority will debate the 
matter at a full council meeting 
next week, which will set the 
authority’s budget for 2014/15.

‘We will improve’ vows 
hospital after damning 
report from watchdog 


A HOSPITAL previously run by a 
debt-ridden health trust forced to dis¬ 
solve last year has been found with 
“significant failings” in some areas 
by a care watchdog. 

Inspectors from the Care Quality 
Commission (COC) highlighted 
several concerns at the Princess 
Royal University Hospital in 
Orpington. 

The hospital was recently taken 
over by King’s College Hospital NHS 
Foundation Trust after South 
London Healthcare NHS Trust was 
disbanded. 

The stricken trust had run up 
£200 million in debts. At one point it 
was losing £lm a week. 

Chief inspector for hospitals at 
COC, Professor Sir Mike Richards, 
stressed the “scale, number and 
longstanding nature” of many of the 
problems at the Princess Royal 
inherited by its new trust “should not 
be underestimated”. 

He said, however, that while the 
trust has started to tackle some of the 
problems “there was still more to do”. 


Significant failings were identified 
in a number of areas, particularly in 
the management of patient records. 

Inspectors also pointed out that 
the lack of availability of medical 
records in the outpatients depart¬ 
ment meant that at times patients 
were undergoing complex medical 
procedures without clinicians 
having access to a complete set of 
notes. 

Waiting times in the A&E depart¬ 
ment were far too long, said the COC, 
and poor patient flow led to patients 
having elective surgery cancelled 
and difficulty in transferring patients 
from the critical care unit. 

A spokeswoman from King’s 
College Hospital NHS Foundation 
Trust, which had flagged up many of 
the problems when it took over in 
Ocotber, said: “We have robust plans 
in place to drive up standards at the 
PRUH, and since October we have 
already started the process of 
improving the standard of patient 
care which our doctors and nurses 
are providing.”

try and stop children from more affluent backgrounds 
being coached. 

The school’s proposals, which it says will introduce a 
“level playing held”, were first touted a year ago and 
will come into effect for Year Seven in-take in Septem¬ 
ber 2016. 



East Kent College to run 
coastal campuses after 
failed merger break-up

EAST Kent College has been named 
‘the preferred bidder’ by K College to 
take over the running of its coastal 
sites. 

It follows months of negotiation 
and paves the way for the takeover 
process to now get under way. 

The institution, formerly known 
as Thanet College, will take over 
both the Folkestone and Dover cam¬ 
puses. 

It follows a decision to break-up K 
College after it ran into £17m of debt 
following a misjudged merger be¬ 
tween West Kent and South Kent 
colleges. 

A decision has yet to be made as to 
which institution will take over the 
Tonbridge, Tunbridge Wells and 
Ashford sites. 

Principal of K College, Phil Frier, 
said: “We can now work together to 
ensure a smooth and successful 
transition. 

“We were asked by the skills min-

ister to find new providers for the 
college as soon as possible so that 
students can benefit more quickly 
from the many improvements we 
have set in place over the past few 
months. 


“This is the start of a new begin¬ 
ning for the students of our campus¬ 
es in Folkestone and Dover. We made 
a commitment to students from the 
outset that no matter what name 
was given to their college, their edu¬ 
cation would continue, and we are 
proud to have delivered that.” 

Principal of East Kent College, 
Graham Razey, said: “We are very 
pleased as this announcement re¬ 
moves the uncertainty over the pro¬ 
vision of further education for thou¬ 
sands of students in Dover and 
Shepway, and across east Kent as a 
whole.” 

Adam Lincoln, University and 
College Union regional support offi¬ 
cial, said: “K College staff have seen 
enough turbulence over the past two 
years and UCU believes now is a time 
for consolidation, considered reflec¬ 
tion and the promise of relative secu¬ 
rity.” 

K College will soon launch a pub¬ 
lic consultation regarding the disso¬ 
lution of its corporation in line with 
the transfer of its provision to new 
providers. 


APPEAL: RSPCA with dead snake 

Mystery of 10ft 
python found 
dead in tree 


RSPCA inspectors are still trying to 
discover just where a 10ft long Burmese 
python came from after it was discov¬ 
ered crushed by a tree blown down in 
this week’s storms. 

Onlookers were left stunned when 
they saw the body of the snake entwined 
in the branches of the fallen tree in 
Northfleet, near Gravesend. 

The RSPCA said: “We were called by 
the police at 10am on Wednesday to 
attend Wallis Park after a member of the 
public spotted a large snake beneath a 
fallen tree. 

“At present it appears the snake may 
have died as a result of a trauma to the 
head, but we are seeking information on 
how this happened.” 

The RSPCA has the body of the 
creature (pictured) and anyone who 
thinks they know the owners should 
contact 0300 123 8018. 

Before the snake was found out in the 
open, officials say it belonged to 
someone and they will be missing their 
pet. The animal charity is urging them 
to come forward so they can close the 
enquiry. 

One option also not being ruled out is 
that the cold blooded snake was 
deliberately killed and dumped in the 
park. They normally thrive only in 
warm climates. 


Troubled trust hires 
interim health chiefs 

HEALTH regulator Monitor has made the troubled 
Medway NHS Foundation Trust appoint interim 
heads following the departure of its previous 
bosses. 

Chairman Denise Harker and chief executive 
Mark Devlin left their posts last week. 

Their departure came amid a troubled period 
for the trust, which has seen Medway Maritime 
Hospital in Gillingham, which it runs, put into 
“special measures” following the Keogh Review 
in June last year. 

The 2013 Keogh Review found the trust had 
“major failings” and was criticised for poor 
communication with patients, poor management 
of deteriorating patients and long waits in A&E. 

Monitor says it is taking urgent steps to 
strengthen the leadership of the trust so it can 
deliver improvements for patients. 

Christopher Langley has been appointed 
interim chairman and Nigel Beverley joins the 
trust as interim chief executive. 


Road blocks hit rural 
crooks in crackdown 

EXTRA police patrols were deployed in a bid to 
strike a blow against rural crime in the county. 

They were keen to target crimes such as 
burglary, break-ins of out-buildlings, vehicle 
crime and fuel thefts. 

Dozens of officers in Swale, Maidstone, Ashford 
and Tunbridge Wells were assisted by Kent County 
Council wardens and Kent Police’s special 
constables to stop cars and disrupt criminal activity. 

Insp Gavin Wade from Kent Police said: “At two 
road check locations in the Tonbridge and 
Mailing area, a total of 32 vehicles were stopped 
and a number of drivers were reported for 
offences including driving a vehicle in a danger¬ 
ous condition. 

“Further roadchecks were conducted in the 
Harrietsham area where more than 20 vehicles 
were stopped and five advice notices given for 
vehicle defects.” 

Police say they intend to repeat the exercise in a 
bid to reassure rural communities.

Visit Kent says since the website - offering

It is a superb celebration 
of our great tourism industry, our iconic attrac¬ 
tions and our many hidden gems which entertain 
57 million visitors and contribute £3.4 billion to the 
Kent economy each year.”

KCC chiefs poised to 
nod through tax hike 


KENT County Council looks set to 
agree its draft budget on Thursday 
which includes an increase in 
council tax of 1.99 per cent. 

For three years, County Hall 
chiefs have frozen council tax, but 
leader Paul Carter says further 
central government cuts to budgets 
means they have little choice but to 
raise it this year to help maintain 


good quality services. 

The authority needs to save 
£91m in 2014/15 - in addition to 
the £269m over the past three 
years - and increasing council tax 
will help raise £10m of that. 

The 1.99 per cent hike is the 
highest KCC can increase it before a 
referendum needs to be called. 

KCC will discuss, and is likely to

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Students get behind-the-scenes 
insight into work from TV team 


BBC political discussion show Question Time returned to Kent on Thursday, as David Dimbleby and a 
panel of guests including George Galloway and Dame Tessa Jowell descended on MidKent College’s 
Gillingham campus. The college’s Steve Knight, who works in its communications department, gives 
a glimpse into the planning behind staging the event and how the students benefitted... 


W HEN the £86 mil¬ 
lion Medway cam¬ 
pus opened its 
doors for the first 
time in 2009, the 
senior leadership team of MidKent 
College had an important vision for 
its future use. 

In addition to having the very best 
educational facilities, they also want¬ 
ed it to be a place for the local com¬ 
munity to make use of. 

That’s why the campus has hosted 
countless clubs, societies, charity 
fundraisers and parties over the 
years, as well as the odd political de¬ 
bate. We can now add the BBC’s Ques¬ 
tion Time to that list. 

I first learned of the BBC’s interest 
in bringing the show to Medway 
through my colleague Matthew Al¬ 
meida-Brown. Matt is one of the team 
behind Aspire - a division of the col¬ 
lege dedicated to creating paid work 
experience opportunities for 
students. 

One of the companies run by As¬ 
pire is Pavilion Events, which special¬ 
ises in event management - perfect 
for dealing with David Dimbleby and 
friends. 

Keen to let the local media know of 
our special visitors, the BBC prevented 
us from making it public until Wednes¬ 
day-just the day before filming. 

Apparently, they don’t like the pre¬ 
cise location to be revealed too far in 
advance in case any would-be protes¬ 
tors feel the need to rally the troops 
and demonstrate against a particular 
panellist, or to raise awareness of a 
topic due to be discussed on the show. 

Two of Thursday night’s panellists 
- Respect MP George Galloway and 
historian David Starkey - are no 
strangers to controversy themselves, 
so it’s probably a wise policy to have. 

The process of bringing Question 
Time to the college was very slow at 
first before bursting into life with just 
weeks to spare before the big day. 

An initial telephone enquiry into 
whether we would be interested in 
hosting the show was obviously met 
with a resounding ‘yes’, but it was 
more than a month until we heard 
from the BBC again. 

When we did hear back, the produc¬ 
ers apologised for the long delay and 
said it was because they had been 
whisked off to Johannesburg at short 
notice to cover the funeral of Nelson 
Mandela. There’s no arguing with that. 

It was all hands on deck from that 
point forward as various BBC people 
visited the campus in the weeks that 
followed to make sure all the 
measurements were correct and the 
necessary facilities were in place. 
Then finally, the big day was upon

us. Well actually it was the day before 
the big day, as on Wednesday after¬ 
noon a large articulated lorry contain¬ 
ing all manner of production equip¬ 
ment pulled up outside the campus. 

Within a couple of hours - thanks 
in part to MidKent College students 
who gained valuable work experi¬ 
ence by helping out - the lighting rig 
was already in place. 

The BBC crew was already hard at 
work building the rest of the set as 
students filed into class on Thursday 
morning. A strict schedule had 
been circulated prior to filming, 
containing precise times for when 
everything needed to be complete. 


Perhaps the most exciting of these 
from an outsider’s point of view was 
‘4.45pm - David Dimbleby to make-up’. 

One of our fantastic hair and beau¬ 
ty salons was used for the make-up 
area, with students given the oppor¬ 
tunity to learn from some of the best 
in the business. 

A second salon was used as the 
green room, where guests waited be¬ 
fore the show began, and a third for 
production staff. 

Excitement mounted as the day 
wore on, with the familiar faces ad¬ 
vertised for the show making their 
way one by one into the college. 

In addition to the aforementioned 


Mr Galloway and Mr Starkey, the oth¬ 
er panellists for the show were skills 
minister Matthew Hancock, econo¬ 
mist Professor Alison Wolf and the 
Labour Party’s former culture secre¬ 
tary Dame Tessa Jowell. 

T he BBC runs a tight ship and 
Question Time is no excep¬ 
tion. Despite the show airing 
in the college, there was no 
special treatment. 

Very few members of staff won tick¬ 
ets to appear in the audience - not 
even the principal. 

However, it must be said that the 
production crew was fantastic with 


our students and gave many of them 
an experience they will never forget. 

At MidKent College we’re all about 
providing our students with the nec¬ 
essary job skills employers are look¬ 
ing for, and what better way to learn 
these skills than by working closely 
with experts from one of the largest 
and most recognisable organisations 
in the world? 

From the make-up artists to the 
camera crew and everyone in be¬ 
tween, they were all more than happy 
to pass on their experience to the 
young people, who will hopefully be 
working alongside them in the future. 

By now you’ll have already seen the 
show, which in one way was disap¬ 
pointing as no questions were asked 
about further education despite the 
presence of Mr Hancock. 

Despite that, there can be little 
doubt as to the overall success of the 
production. The show appeared to go 
off without any major problems, and 
the college proved it was more than 
capable of hosting such a major event.

I N THESE days of multiple chan¬ 
nels, on-demand programming 
and enough variety to satisfy 
even the most selective of 
tastes, it is hard to emulate the 
loyalty of the devoted radio listener. 

For every time the death of radio is 
touted, it finds a way to re-engage 
with an audience who, in turn, can 
become transfixed by their favourite 
channel and, more precisely, their 
favourite show. 

It’s no surprise then that avid lis¬ 
teners of the Sunday Supplement on 
BBC Radio Kent, a light entertain¬ 
ment music and chat show presented 
by the popular Paul James and Paul 
Harris, were up in arms when it was 
suddenly axed. 

Presenting together for 13 years, PJ 
and Harris, as they became known, 
had developed a large fan base which 
followed them from their Saturday 
programme when it was moved to the 
llam-2pm Sunday slot. 

Ratings were high and at one point 
they had the most listened to week¬ 
end show of all the stations in Kent. 

But at the end of last year things 
changed. 

Experienced radio executive Gor¬ 
don Davidson, who bills himself as a 
‘management and radio consultant’, 
was drafted in for a stint to “shake 
things up” at BBC Radio Kent. 

His arrival would signal the end of 
the Sunday Supplement. 

Just before Christmas, he broke the 
news to Paul Harris that despite the 
popularity of the show, it was being 
pulled, ending on January 5. 

To this day, Paul James says he has 
never officially been told. 

Instead, the pair claim, Mr Harris 
was asked by the consultant to “tell 
your mate”. 

The popular entertainers, who had 
previously remained silent over their 
sacking, this week opened up to KoS 
about what happened and why they 
feel so hurt. 

“I went to record a carol service at 
Rochester Cathedral just before Christ¬ 
mas,” said Mr Harris, “and this consult¬ 
ant guy was there and he asked if I 
was free for a chat the next day. 

“I said yes but that Paul (James) 
was working on a show in London so 
not available in the afternoons. 

“But I told him I’d come over any¬ 
way and so I went to Tunbridge Wells. 
He spent 15 minutes saying how good 
our show was, he was very compli¬ 
mentary. 

“But then he said he had to bring 
new people on and that while in the 
old days they would have given some¬ 
body a programme at 3am to learn 
the job, they couldn’t do that now. 

“He said they had to move things 
around and ‘unfortunately your 
show is going’. 

“I said ‘Oh’ and he said ‘well, some¬ 
body’s got to go’. 

“As I was leaving he said ‘by the 
way, tell your mate will you’. To this 
very day Paul (James) has never met 
the man or spoken to him. 

“It’s bad manners. You’d think he 
might have phoned to say ‘sorry we 
can’t meet but this is what’s happen¬ 
ing’.” 

On their last day, they said, there 
was no sight of the man who had 
wielded the axe, just a bottle of Cham¬ 
pagne and some chocolates. 

Their departure from the airwaves 
was met with an angry response from 
loyal listeners who launched a cam-

paign to bring them back. They were 
left particularly incensed as the show 
has been replaced with a repeat of a 
week-day phone-in. 

The BBC, however, says the move 
was simply part of the natural evolu¬ 
tion of the schedules. 

The BBC told KoS: “Refreshing the 
schedule from time-to-time is part of 
running a radio station and we are 
always looking for ways to better 
serve our audience and to remain dis¬ 
tinctive in the market.” 

The corporation would not com¬ 
ment on the claim that Paul James had 
not officially been told of his sacking. 

With both working on a freelance 
basis on the Sunday show, it meant 
the safety net reserved for staff was 
not there to break their fall. 

And for the BBC, it meant no need 
to navigate the legal minefield de¬ 
signed to protect contracted staff. 

F or Mr James, who lives in 
Gravesend, and Mr Harris, 
who lives near Canterbury, it 
was a kick in the teeth, not 
least because the pair had devoted 27 
and 19 years respectively to the BBC 
alongside their other professional 
commitments. 

Even more of a blow, they say, is the 
fact the Sunday Supplement has not 
been replaced with a new show, but 
highlights from the Julia George 
weekday programme. 

“If they said they were taking us off 
because they needed a change, that 
they were going to bring in someone 
with the same sort of stuff but with a 
different angle to it, with light enter¬ 
tainment, we’d have said ‘fine’,” said 
Mr James. 

“But to bring in something so ob¬ 
scure - and repeats - for a Sunday 
morning, well it’s just lunacy. 

“We’re not knocking Julia George 
at all or her show. It’s just that the

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younger set 
of listeners? 

ONE of the reasons for the change, 
according to Paul Harris and Paul 
James, is a drive to get more younger 
listeners to tune in to Radio Kent. 

Traditionally, the show has always 
been aimed at the over-50s - a niche 
created by the success of the likes of 
Invicta FM, which morphed into 
commerical pop station Heart. 

But it seems the BBC wants to bring 
that average age down. 

Paul Harris said: “They’ve tried this 
before. Several times it’s come around 
that we must get younger listeners 
and they try to change the music and 
then three months later they’re 
saying, ‘we’ve got to pander to the 
older people’. 

“They realise they cannot get the 
younger listeners. They’ll come in 
when they’re 50.” 

He adds: “What has been said to 
me in the past is if we don’t get young 
people in, when all the old ones die, 
we’ll have no listeners. 

“Well, my answer to that is, when 
Radio Medway started in about 1970 
[the origin of BBC Radio Kent], all the 
listeners were old then, they’re all 
gone now, how come we’ve still got an 
audience? 

“What they will not realise is that 
radio is an age thing. 

“Right back in my time, when I 
was 18,1 was listening to pirate radio 
and Radio 1. Then you get into your 
30s and you discover Radio 2 and 
now I’m listening to Radio 4, which 
back then I never thought I’d do. 

“It’s the same at Radio Kent, you 
will never get young listeners.” 

Paul James said they catered for the 
older type. 

“We weren’t trying to fool the public. 
BBC Kent’s audience is over 50, so we 
played music that would suit that. 

“Within a week of the new guy 
coming in, our first track was The 
Killers. For pensioners! 

“If you give the public what you 
think they want and not actually 
what they do want it won’t work.” 

They stressed that the listeners 
seemed to have been forgotten. 

Mr Harris said: “We used to have 
posters in the studio with a picture of 
an old lady and it said ‘remember the 
listeners’ because without listeners 
you’re all out of work.” 

When asked, the BBC would not 
comment on whether it is pushing for 
a younger audience. 

However, the local BBC studio 
- based in Tunbridge Wells - has been 
no stranger to criticism in how it has 
managed many of its well-known 
presenters. 

In September 2009, popular 
presenting duo Beverley Thompson 
and Geoff Clark were dropped from its 
BBC South East Today news show and 
replaced by current duo Rob Smith 
and Polly Evans. 

It prompted suggestions at the 
time it was a move to attract a 
younger audience - accusations that 
were fiercely denied by BBC chiefs. 


PAUL James and Paul Harris 
were not just thrown together 
for a programme at Radio Kent. 

The pair have known each 
other for 40 years. 

The fact they were not 
journalists but ‘entertainers’ 
also worked in their favour, 
says Paul James. 

“Paul (Harris) came to the 
BBC to do a show and I was 
there and said why don’t you 
come in and do reviews of 
local theatre,” said Mr James. 

That was in 1994. 

Then 13 years ago, a 
suggestion of a “two-header” 
programme with the two Pauls 
was floated by an editor. 

“He gave us a month,” said 
Mr James. 

But figures soared and the 
show became a permanent 
slot in the timetable. 

Mr James added: “We could 
get celebs to come on because 
we’d been in the game for so 
long and knew lots of them. 

“We’d promote local theatre 
and get people on to talk about 
what was going on.” 

Mr James said: “We’re not 
blowing our own trumpet, but 
our show worked and the 
reason why is because we 
were always out meeting our 
audience - we knew what they 
liked and what they didn’t.” 

The pair clearly adored 
working with each other, too. 

“We used to send each 
other up and laugh and laugh,” 
said Mr James. 

“We’ve both been in 
showbusiness since we left 
school. We’re entertainers.” 


programme deals with heavy issues 
such as cancer, divorce, that kind of 
thing, which you don’t associate with 
Sunday morning listening. And it’s a 
phone-in show, but because it’s re¬ 
corded, people can’t phone in.” 

Mr James said he was surprised a 
change had even been made since 
their show had been so highly praised 
by previous managing editor Paul 
Leaper, who has gone on attachment 
to the marketing arm of the BBC. 

“The last thing he said to us before 
going on attachment was that he 
would not touch the show because 
Sundays worked, the figures were cer¬ 
tainly brilliant and they were very 
happy with that, ‘so don’t worry lads’.” 

But despite how they have been 
treated, the pair - who joke they are 
the “grandad” version of TV’s Ant 
and Dec, although they refused to re¬ 
veal their ages - are not bitter. 

In fact, they admit, if the BBC was 
to offer them their show back, they 
would have no hesitation in 
returning. 

They say they feel most for their lis¬ 
teners who were not informed of the 
show end and have been bombarding 
the BBC with emails and letters. 

Some, insiders at the BBC say, have 
been in tears. 


“Our listeners are so lovely and so 
loyal. We get them emailing and writ¬ 
ing to us,” said Mr Harris. 

“I thought there would be a few 
complaints but we’ve had thousands 
of letters and emails. 

“I get sent letters from people who 
have written to Gordon Davidson 
saying they are switching off and not 
listening anymore. 

“Apparently they get told this is not 
the end of us, that in January there 
would be a discussion about new 
projects - we haven’t heard a word.” 

They admit they haven’t been hold¬ 
ing their breath: “It hasn’t happened 
before (at the BBC).” 

“We loved doing it, we’d have been 
happy to stay there until we fell off 
our perches,” said Mr Harris. 

Mr James said it used to be that 
great listening figures meant a show 
would continue, but that this had 
changed. 

“Now it doesn’t come into it,” added 
Mr Harris. “They just think, ‘it 
doesn’t fit in with our new format’. 

“We’ve seen many editors come in 
- many very good ones -but there are 
others who come in, they’re going to 
change the world, they mess it up and 
they move on. 

“Then there is more work trying to 


bring the listeners back. The upset¬ 
ting thing is if somebody’s figures are 
bad, or they’re down the pan, or 
they’re swearing on air, then you 
expect them to go, but you should test 
the audience because that’s why 
we’re there. 

“You should see what they want 
and then give them what they want, 
not what you want.” 

Mr James added: “Some of the mu¬ 
sic we played, for example, which we 
knew the audience loved, wouldn’t 
have been our choice but we were 
there to play to the audience. It’s not a 
self-indulgent thing.”

M r James and Mr Harris - 
who are both heavily in¬ 
volved in theatre as well 
as after-dinner speaking 
engagements - paid tribute to their 
colleagues at the BBC and admitted 
they had been great. 

Some, they said, however, had been 
embarrassed at what had happened. 

But for the out-going duo, it’s the 
listeners who remain the most impor¬ 
tant thing to them. 

“That’s the reason we did it and 
why we loved it,” they said. 

A BBC spokeswoman said on the 
matter: “Paul James and Paul Harris 
have done a fantastic job presenting 
their show for BBC Radio Kent, and 
we would like to wish them all the 
best for the future. 

“As part of this new schedule, Julia 
George is on BBC Radio Kent on Sun¬ 
days from 11am, looking back at the 
local stories of the week, meeting spe¬ 
cial guests and playing great music.”

Two years after they were announced, Mary Portas’ involvement with Kent towns on her Portas Pilot 
list appears to have long since ceased... much to the disappointment of some, writes Chris Murphy. . 


Portas...has she 
washed hands 
of pilot towns? 



CONTROVERSIAL: Mary Portas’ involvement in the continued regeneration of town centres has been missed 


P RECISELY two years ago 
this week, the Govern¬ 
ment announced a much 
trumpeted scheme to 
breathe new life into a doz¬ 
en carefully selected town centres. 

At the helm would be the self-styled 
Queen of Shops Mary Portas - the 
outspoken retail gum, who had been 
tasked by the prime minister to ex¬ 
amine the issues facing our tradition¬ 
al retail hubs. 

On February 4, 2012, local govern¬ 
ment minister Grant Shapps said he 
was offering “a golden ticket” to 12 
town centres “to become Portas Pilots”. 

The deal was simple. Put forward a 
powerful argument as to why your 
town needed to share a £1 million 
cash pot and they will get, as Mr 
Shapps put it, “Mary’s and my support 
as they try out the ideas in her review”. 

Fast forward to February 4, 2014, 
and Ms Portas has not been seen in ei¬ 
ther of the two Kent towns, who made 
the initial 12, for more than a year. 

Perhaps more tellingly, she’s not 
been down to Margate since filming a 
controversial TV show, broadcast last 
May, which looked at her 
efforts to boost the seaside town. 

So after all the hype, has Ms Portas 
simply forgotten the towns she was 
tasked with assisting? 

Richard Ash is head of the Margate 
Town Team, set up to implement 
changes and improvements to a town 
devastated by both the opening of the 
nearby Westwood Cross out-of-town 
shopping centre and a steady decline 
in its fortunes. 

He says there have been some very 
positive outcomes, including the pop¬ 
up shops project - where smaller 
start-up businesses are given the 
chance to prove themselves - but ad¬ 
mitted little has been seen or heard of 
Ms Portas. 

When asked if she had been back to 
Margate since the controversial 
programme, he thought for a 
moment and declared: “No.” 

Asked if he was upset at that, he 
added: “I think that was the way it 
was always going to be because she 
was not going to be paid to be back in 
town. 

“It would be nice if she came back 
and it would be very much 
appreciated. It would be a huge boost 
to traders. 

“If I was being honest, I am disap¬ 
pointed she has not been back to the 
town, but I had my realistic hat on 
and she wouldn’t, would she? 

“She has not been back quietly or 
otherwise. She has not been any¬ 
where near Margate.” 

However, he welcomed a recent 
one-year extension to the pop-up 
shop scheme as a success. 

He added: “I have agreed with the 
landlords that we have got an exten¬ 
sion of that for another year, so that is 
some good news.” 

What message would he pass on to 
Ms Portas now? 

“I would say to her ‘it would be very 
nice to have your input in terms of 
advice for traders, advice for Margate 
generally on how to keep the work 
moving forward and see it start to 
really thrive’. 

“I would like her support in bring¬ 
ing Margate back to the forefront of 
business, retail and tourism again.” 
Asked if he would be up for another 
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TV show, he said: “I think we would 
love to see another programme and 
see the progress Margate has made.” 

The first TV show was a highly con¬ 
troversial one. 

Initially, Ms Portas’ request to film

her progress and make Margate a key 
example of her scheme split opinion 
on the town team and among traders. 

After various clashes a number of 
the Margate Town Team resigned 
and viewers witnessed angry scenes. 

Her main idea was to create a ‘pier’ 
which stretched into the town rather 
than out to see. 

Along that pier she lined up enter¬ 
tainment - including Chas Hodges, 
one half of cockney duo Chas & Dave. 

It proved a success, but only for one 
day. 

When the TV show aired, however, 
many were less than convinced. 
Someone on Twitter posted: “So 
Mary Portas’ big plan to revive Mar¬ 
gate high street was to get one half of 
Chas ‘n’ Dave to play the piano one 
afternoon?” 


Mr Ash added that the £100,000 
from the cash pot was “peanuts” in 
terms of making a difference and that 
constant cuts to local government 
funding was adding to the problem. 

He said: “How can we carry on 
helping businesses and see our dream 
come true if there is no continuation 
of money? 

“We are not going to get any money 
out of the council, that’s for sure.” 

Mr Ash described Thanet as a “poor 
council” and that he understood the 
financial constraints it is under. 

But he added he was somewhat dis¬ 
appointed the authority did not take 
the opportunity to provide words of 
backing when KoS contacted the 
council’s communications team to 
comment on this story. It said it did 
not want to make any statement. 


Mr Ash said: “We have had good 
support from their officers that have 
been on the town team. It’s been very 
good. I can’t criticise that at all. 

“What I don’t think we have had is 
great support from higher up, in 
terms of the chief executive and that 
senior level.” 

He described the council’s failure to 
take the chance to add some words of 
support as “absolutely bizarre” add¬ 
ing: “I am very disappointed with 
that reaction. Surely they could offer 
a supportive statement? 

“We are a group of volunteers that 
have done so much to support the 
town.” 

H owever, the other Kent 
town named among the 
Portas Pilot dozen said it 
had been pleased with the 
star’s involvement. 

Leader of Dartford Borough Coun¬ 
cil, Jeremy Kite, said he could not be 
happier with the work Ms Portas has 
done for the town, and he would wel¬ 
come another visit. But admitted she 
had only been to the town once. 

He said: “She has been down to see 
us. We didn’t want the distraction of 
the TV show which we predicted 
would end in tears, so we said no to 
the show and thanks for the money. 

“She spent a day in Dartford speak¬ 
ing with retailers and there was a 
workshop in the afternoon. 

“Being free of the concern of every¬ 
thing being broadcast, everyone 
could speak more openly.” 

He added: “She has not been back 
to the town, but she did follow up on 
some promises to put us in touch with 
other people who were helpful. 

“Her legacy is the community shop 
which is still running and has been 
very successful.” 

Ashford was named among a 
second batch of towns to benefit from 
her assistance. 

Although the local council says it 
too was pleased, it admits Ms Portas 
hasn’t been to the town at all. 

The authority’s portfolio holder for 
town centre and urban economy, 
Graham Galpin, said: “Being named 
a Portas Pilot town has been a major 
turning point for Ashford town cen¬ 
tre, and the catalyst we needed for 
change. 

“Not only have we been able to get 
to work on the Portas Pilot projects 
listed in our bid, but we’ve also been 
able to host a new food and drink 
festival and to launch a new town 
centre action team to keep the town 
looking at its best. 

“We are extremely grateful and 
happy with the support we have re¬ 
ceived from this national programme 
to boost local traders. 

“As Ashford was part of the second 
round of towns, Mary Portas has not 
been directly involved in our projects 
as her time has been taken up with 
the first stage towns. 

“But she is aware of the good work 
that the Ashford Town Team is under¬ 
taking and has retweeted our @love_ 
ashford news on several occasions.” 

When we contacted Mary Portas’ 
office, no-one was prepared to com¬ 
ment. Instead we were directed to 
the Department for Communities and 
Local Government press office where 
a puzzled spokesman said he was un¬ 
able to speak on her behalf.

Is dock plan 
the secret to 
unlocking 
port town’s 
regeneration? 

Ambitious transformation hopes to boost both 
ferry and bulk business, and as Joe Bill discovers, 
bring much-needed cash into Dover town too... 


S PRAWLING beneath the iconic white 
cliffs and under the watchful eye of a 
medieval castle, the Port of Dover is a 
dramatic blend of industry, history 
and opportunity. 

Millions of people each year enter and exit the 
port, with a constant stream of boats coming in 
and out, it is an essential link to the Continent 
which looms amid the sea mist on the horizon. 

Despite competition from cheaper air flights 
and the high-speed rail link to France, it has 
continued to flourish and today stands as one of 
the busiest transport terminals in the world. 

Yet despite its success, Dover as a town fails to 
be ignited as a consequence. 

Few would argue the town itself has seen 
better days. 

The castle, with its majestic towers and de¬ 
fences, disguises a town that has always strug¬ 
gled to capitalise on being the entry and exit 
point to the UK. 

In short, although millions pass through 
Dover, few stop to explore, and so the town itself 
suffers from a run-down air and areas of 
deprivation. 

How to solve the issue has been a dilemma for 
all those with a vested interest for years. 

And this week a new proposal was put on the 
table, with, at its heart, plans to transform the 
Dover Western Docks. 

Unlike the Eastern Docks, which handles the 
majority of passenger traffic, the Western Docks 
has struggled over recent decades. 

Once the home of hovercraft services, it is now 
the base of the port’s successful cruise terminal. 

Plans put forward, however, would see a mul¬ 
ti-million pound transformation creating 600 
new jobs and protecting 140 more. 

However, question marks have been raised as 
to the quality of those jobs and exactly where 
the money required to fund the ambitious 
scheme will come from. 

“Our aim is to relocate our existing cargo ter¬ 
minal from the Eastern Docks to the Western 
Docks,” said Port of Dover chief executive Tim 
Waggott. 

“That will free up space for further long-term 
development of the ferry business, but it also ena¬ 
bles us to take advantage of current market op¬ 
portunities that we have in the cargo business.” 


Cargo tonnage has set record levels over the 
last two years, and Mr Waggott is keen to build 
on that success. 

He said: “We have now got customers coming 
to us who want to bring more products through 
Dover. 

“But the existing cargo footprint in the Eastern 
Docks is space-constrained in terms of the land 
area that we have to handle the product and 
some of the containers that it comes in. 

“The scale and size of ships that are carrying 
this cargo are now getting bigger and they want 
to bring it into the UK.” 

The announcement, which Dover District 
Council hopes will kick-start the regeneration of 
the town’s seafront, could also include a new 
marina as well as new residential and retail 
developments. 

Leader of the council Paul Watkins said: 
“Delivering major port development that 
protects long-term port capacity, but delivers 
jobs and opportunities now whilst creating a 
catalyst for major regeneration, will be a signifi¬ 
cant boost to the region and shows real 
commitment to Dover.” 

The plans would see two cargo ships being 
able to berth at the same time and the port’s 
chief executive believes that ignoring this op¬ 
portunity to progress would be huge economic 
mistake. 

He also revealed that one in every four of one 
of the nation’s favourite fruits arrives in the 
country via Dover. It is building on that sector 
which the port authorities want to capitalise on. 

Added Mr Waggott: “It’s very much a niche

sector for us in fresh produce, but we have seen 
about 25 per cent of the total UK imports of ba¬ 
nanas come through the Port of Dover last year. 

“And supermarkets say that bananas tend to 
rank in their top three sellers after petrol and 
lottery tickets.” 

Ships loaded with fruit and vegetables al¬ 
ready dock at Dover from West Africa and South 
America but shippers are looking to increase 
their consignments. 

“It’s really big business and for us to get an 
even more prominent position in the UK would 
be a really good step forward,” said Mr Waggott. 

“But if that cargo can’t come through Dover 
and those shippers can’t increase the volumes 
through the port they will look to go somewhere 
else. And obviously we don’t want that to 
happen.” 


Development of the Western Docks was given 
approval back in 2012 as part of the port’s long¬ 
term plan which means, in theory at least, work 
could begin immediately. 

However, there remains a question mark over 
the funding of the project. 

o where will the money come from? 

Mr Waggott said: “It will be a mixture. 
It’s a multi-million pound investment 
that needs to be driven partially by our 
own cash reserves, as well as some element of 
borrowing and some inward investment. 

“We are already engaged confidentially with 
a number of developers to discuss the possibili¬ 
ties for both cargo development and then the 
wider waterfront development.” 

Motis Freight Services Agency, which operates 


in the cargo sector at the port, is delighted at the 
plans which will see a rise on the three container 
ships that already dock at Dover weekly. 

Motis general manager Robert Hardy said: 
“Such a vision to create a vibrancy in this part 
of the port that would transform it for the long¬ 
term is fantastic news for us and our customers, 
for the port and for Dover as a whole. 

“Dover now has the chance to realise its po¬ 
tential and create the destination where people 
will not only want to live but also want to work. 

“We live in exciting times and I am glad to be 
part of it and for all those at Motis to see what 
opportunities there are working in Dover.” 

There have also been questions asked about 
the competition other ports such as Calais and 
Thurrock pose. 

But Dover chiefs say Calais already works 


with Dover, with much of the cargo offloaded in 
Kent being shipped by ferry to Calais and the 
Continent. 

Chairman of the South East Local Enterprise 
Partnership Peter Jones believes that Dover’s 
development would be good for the nation as a 
whole. 

He said: “The Port of Dover is of national and 
international significance. Ensuring that it can 
develop and grow as a key gateway and enhanc¬ 
ing its resilience is vital, so that it can continue 
to support the nation’s economic activity and 
prosperity in the years to come. 

“Port development must be seen as part of a 
wider strategic vision to establish an alternative 
transport corridor to the Midlands and the

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What is the future for Ramsgate’s port? 


WHILE Dover sees some encour¬ 
agement, the future of Ramsgate’s 
once thriving port remains unsure. 

It is still picking up the pieces of 
the collapse of the most recent 
passenger service. 

Thanet District Council said it will 
“take whatever action it can” in its 
attempts to recover £3.4 million of 
debt it was owed after the collapse 
of the TransEuropa ferry service. 

The ferry operator provided a 
passenger service between 
Ramsgate and Ostende, in Belgium, 
between 1998 and 2013. 

In April last year, the company 
went bust and reports emerged 
Thanet council had provided 
“temporary financial support” to 
TransEuropa. 

The council allowed the firm to 
defer port fees in an arrangement 
that would see the operator continu¬ 


ing to trade out of the port while 
seeking further investment. 

A spokesman for the authority 
said: “Thanet District Council will 
take whatever action it can to 
recover the £3.4m outstanding debt 
owed following the collapse of 
TransEuropa.” 

Thanet council has also confirmed 
it is looking for a replacement ferry 
company to operate out of its port. 

The spokesman said: “The council 
is actively promoting the commer¬ 
cial viability of the port to other ferry 
operators with a view to potentially 
securing another service to operate 
out of Ramsgate, as well as simulta¬ 
neously seeking other income 
generating opportunities.” 

It was reported that Thanet council 
missed its opportunity to seize one 
of the ships run by TransEuropa - 
the Ostende Spirit - at the time 


the company went bust. 

The local authority had the right 
under the Harbours Act 1964 to 
detain any vessel at the Port of 
Ramsgate in respect of unpaid port 
charges. However, the 25,000 tonne 
asset sailed to Tilbury Docks in 
Essex leaving the authority empty 
handed. 

The iconic Ostende Spirit had a 
three-year stint running from 
Ramsgate port to Ostende, having 
previously been known as the Pride 
of Calais on her journeys between 
Dover and the French port under 
the P&O flag. 

The 27-year-old vessel, which was 
loaned to TransEuropa by P&O, hit 
the headlines for the final time at the 
end of last year after it was sold to a 
scrap yard in Aliaga, Turkey, and 
was run aground to be demolished 
and recycled. 
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north through a new Thames 
Crossing while supporting new town 
centre investment and community 
development.” 

The port, which handles 14 million 
passengers a year, is hoping work 
could begin later this year. 

Mr Waggott explained that the port 
is already in discussion with the High¬ 
ways Agency about junction improve¬ 
ments on the main route from the A20 
into the new terminal but could not 


put a time frame on when the develop¬ 
ment might happen. 

He added: “We need to get going 
now, because until we work out what 
is possible and how we phase the de¬ 
velopment to link it to funding, and 
customers needs, we can’t be precise 
on the time frame. 

“What I am saying is that the jour¬ 
ney has begun. We have started en¬ 
gaging with the market place to firm 
up on what the costs of delivery of the 
terminal are going to be. 

“We have gone live and we want to 


be transparent and open with the 
community to create and add value 
and kick-start the regeneration of 
Dover. We want to provide the catalyst 
for inward investment into Dover and 
we want everybody’s support to help 
us get on with it.” 

The 600 jobs are described as being 
in ‘logistics’ although some fear they 
could be packing positions - in other 
words low-paid jobs which are un¬ 
likely to help enrich a local commu¬ 
nity in desperate need of increased 
employment opportunities. 


N ews of a redeveloped 
marina featuring new resi¬ 
dential and retail proper¬ 
ties has encouraged locals 
that Dover, as a town, could reap the 
financial and social rewards. 

Dover Harbour Board chairman 
George Jenkins believes the develop¬ 
ment of the port could spark 
inward investment of the wider Dover 
community. 

He said: “Transforming this part of 
the port estate can, in turn, support 
the wider transformation agenda, 


one which sees the port and town 
working together, which the port is 
also championing through its Dover 
waterfront regeneration project with 
Dover District Council. 

“The people of Dover have waited 
long enough for its revival. That 
could start right now, breathing new 
life into our port and community.” 

Ultimately, the success of the devel¬ 
opment needs to reflect a boost to the 
local community. Dover deserves a 
rebirth - only time will tell if this is 
the project to do just that.

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T HE smell of Deep Heat, the 
sound of banging boots 
and the taste of the half¬ 
time oranges - Sunday 
league football may be a 
world away from the glitz and glam¬ 
our of the Premier League, but for 
thousands it remains a field of dreams 
for those who fantasise of emulating 
the stars. 

Yet it appears that dream is dying. 
Despite the nation’s obsession with 
the sport, grassroots football at this 
level is in decline. And, ironically per¬ 
haps for a sport where the upper ech¬ 
elons are so dominated by it, money is 
at the root of the problem. 

Last season, Kent lost 50 11-a-side 
clubs from its adult amateur leagues 
- a worrying trend that has seen 
1,000 teams quit nationally over the 
past 12 months. 

So what’s causing the drop? 

Most fundamental is a change in 
social attitudes. Sunday is now as ac¬ 
tive a day for shops and families as 
Saturday, and the demands to spend 
time with family, or to work, has 
eroded the number who play regu¬ 
larly (see page 22). As a consequence, 
this has seen many switch instead to 
one of the rising number of five-a-side 
leagues popping up across the coun¬ 
ty, with a more convenient week- 
night fixture list. 

Yet the conditions for Sunday 
league sides present a challenge in 
themselves. 

Pitches are often poorly maintained 
and matched only by the poor state of 
repair of the facilities. And with each 
element comes a cost which is proving 
too high a price to pay for many. 

“I think some of the fun has gone 
out of Sunday league football,” said 
Michael Lome, who has been in¬ 
volved at an amateur level as both a 
player and coach for almost 25 years. 

“There are far less people playing 
and it can be a real pain for players to 
scrape money together to pay for poor 
pitches.” 

He adds: “I have seen many great 
people who have been involved in 
Sunday league across the county for 
many years, walking away due to the 
frustrations of not being able to afford 
it. Some of these teams have been 
around for 30 years or more but they 
are dying out now.” 

Neil Sayer started coaching a team 
in the Herne Bay and Whitstable Sun¬ 
day League for the first time this sea¬ 
son. He has swiftly found you need to 
run the club as a business rather than 
a hobby if it is to survive. 

“Westmeads Recreation Ground, 
our home pitch in Whitstable, is 
classed as a ‘self-maintained’ pitch. 
So we have the keys to the changing 
rooms and we have to sweep up and 
sort everything out every time we 
play there. 

“That costs us £57 per game - and 
that is at the cheap end of things. 

“On top of that you have to pay £25

for a referee. So that’s more than £80 
just there. 

“Then you have to buy nets for the 
goals, corner flags, new kits for when 
the last one gets ruined. You also 
have to pay to register for each cup 
and league competition you enter, 
which costs at least £20 each. So we 
have to try and raise extra money 
through sponsorships and fundrais¬ 
ing to keep us afloat.” 

With each player donating £5 per 
week in subs, Mr Sayer explained just 
how easily a club can go into debt and 
have to fold. 

“There are things that can really 
hurt the clubs,” he explains. 

“As a manager you spend a lot of 
time chasing and organising referees 
for games. 

“And if it gets to match day and they 
pull out without telling anyone you 
still get charged for using the pitch. 

“How can you make players pay 
their subs when they haven’t even 
played? You can’t, so the clubs fall 
into debt. 

“And when players themselves fall 
behind with payments you can’t just 
kick them out of the club because it 
will hurt the team. So you have to 
fund it yourself and that’s not sus¬ 
tainable either.” 

The complaint about pitch fees is 
echoed by Michael Lome, who has 
had to move his team onto private 
land after coming to an agreement 
with the owner. 

He said: “For me price of the pitch is 
the number one problem. The grass is 
often poorly maintained. 

“A pitch we played on the other day 
had two huge great holes. They 
weren’t even divots. They were filled 
with water. And they are charging us 
to play on them. 

“So with the money we pay, why 
aren’t these holes filled in and the 
condition of the pitch brought up to a 
level to make it playable?” 

T he Kent FA is the local branch 
of the sport’s governing body 
- the Football Association. 

In 2012 it launched its foot¬ 
ball development strategy - a three- 
year programme designed to grow the 
grassroots game, increase player 
numbers and improve facilities. 

As a consequence, it has tackled 
why players are leaving the sport in 
the first place. 

Among the many gripes are the 
costs involved. 

Chief executive of the Kent FA, Paul 
Dolan, revealed that despite the 
downturn in numbers, the county 
still has some 45,000 local adult play¬ 
ers - and more teams now than ten 
years ago. But, worryingly, it is prov¬ 
ing difficult to plug the hole which is 
seeing so many leak from the game. 

He explained: “We have had a de¬ 
cline in teams in the past three sea¬ 
sons. Before that it was fairly stable. 

“It’s important to note that we 
looked at data from the 2001/02 sea¬ 
son, which showed that we had 931 
adult teams whereas this season we 
have 1,097. 

“So that’s 166 more teams than we 
had 10 years ago. So while it is declin¬ 
ing we are still in a much better place 
than we were.” 

Mr Dolan, who has been head of 
the Kent FA for three years, added: 
“Everything we do about raising 
standards and producing better play¬ 
ers you can’t do without pitches and 
facilities. 

“We were concerned that with the 
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comprehensive spending review, and 
the public sector funding cuts, what 
the impact might be on grassroots 
football. 

“Our concern that sport and leisure 
are not statutory services for local au¬ 
thorities means they might see football 
pitches and facilities as a way of gener¬ 
ating income, by making them more 
expensive, selling off playing fields or 
reducing maintenance budgets.” 

The county FA say they are looking 
to safeguard the future of grassroots 
football by meeting every local coun¬ 
cil in the country to discuss the de¬ 
cline in adult numbers. 

He added: “We are meeting the lead¬ 
ers and the chief executives and pre¬ 
senting them with a detailed analysis 


of what football is like in their area. 

“So telling them how many teams 
they’ve got, how many players they’ve 
got and what investment has gone

into that area helps to really show 
that grassroots football provides a 
valuable, local service to vast num¬ 
bers of people. I don’t think they truly 
get that yet.” 

Having already spoken to 10 local 
authorities, Mr Dolan is keen to get 
councils agreeing to freeze pitch fees 
and retain playing fields. 

However, he believes Kent teams 
get a better deal from their councils 
than they realise. 

“What local authorities will tell you 
is that they are, and have been, heavi¬ 
ly subsidising pitches for years. 

“They say the actual cost of mainte¬ 
nance of the pitch is a great deal more 
than they charge for hiring out to 
leagues. 

“Certainly, in some of the northern 
parts of the county, councils are 


putting them at the price they should 
be and that prices clubs out of the 
market.” 

Another bugbear of the Sunday 
league footballer is the condition of 
some of the county’s changing 
facilities. 

A n estimated 80 per cent of 
Kent’s grassroots matches 
are played on local authori¬ 
ty-owned pitches and play¬ 
ers and managers alike would like to 
see the facilities available reflecting 
the rental price they pay for them. 

Michael Lome said: “You can justi¬ 
fy to players that they can get covered 
in mud on a poor pitch and pay for the 
privilege, if there is a nice warm 
shower and changing room waiting 
for them. 


“But not when you turn up some¬ 
where and go home covered in dog 
mess because you can’t do anything 
about it. Prices need to reflect what 
people are receiving. 

“There is no doubt that facilities 
have got better in some areas, but you 
still have shocking places where you 
can’t even get your whole team in the 
changing room and they have to get 
changed outside. 

“But we are still expected to pay the 
same sort of fee whatever the condi¬ 
tions. That is not right.” 

Coach Neil Sayer believes there 
should be a minimum standard to 
each changing room. 

“Without doubt,” he says, “each 
one of these council pitches should 
have at least a shower facility. Just for 
hygiene’s sake.

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“I understand the size of a changing 
room will vary depending on the space 
that is available, but there should be 
something available at each venue.” 

Kent FA chief Paul Dolan said that 
their strategy hoped to invest some 
£7m into new facilities around the 
county before 2015 and so far they 
have managed to attract investment 
of£5m. 

He explained: “We are trying to 
target priority sites that need invest¬ 
ment. Every individual pitch can’t be 
upgraded yet, we are targeting the 
multi-pitch sites where a lot of foot¬ 
ball is played. 

“There is investment out there and 
as long as we prioritise it, in the sites 
that need it and work with funders, 
we are confident we can reach the 
£7m target.”

Mr Dolan also believes that the fa¬ 
cilities that are available in Kent are 
still at a usable standard, and that 
perceptions of what should be availa¬ 


ble have changed players’ minds. 

“I don’t think the pitches or facili¬ 
ties have deteriorated from where 
they’ve been in the past. They’ve 
stayed fairly constant,” he says. 

“But because players can now go to 
small-sided commercial football cen¬ 
tres and play on a 3G pitch and go for 
a shower after the match, they are 
starting to get used to higher quality 
facilities and when they go and play 
at the weekend they compare it. Peo¬ 
ple’s expectations have got greater.” 

So can the ageing facilities at Kent’s 
football pitches actually still do the 
job these days? 

“Yes,” says the Kent FA chief. “For 
example, at Kings Farm in Gravesend, 
the changing rooms there are built 
like a bomb shelter. If you tear them 
down and built a new facility to speci¬ 


fication to suit the Football Founda¬ 
tion investment, there is no way that 
those new changing rooms would be 
as durable as the existing ones. 

“Some of these sites may not look 
particularly appealing but they are 
much more durable than if you built 
new ones.” 

T he Kent FA has said that the 
numbers in youth football 
are growing - meaning that 
there is something wrong 
with the transition into regular adult 
11-a-side. 

So Mr Dolan explained they are first¬ 
ly trying to tackle the problem of being 
thrown in the deep end by introducing 
a “stepping stone” under-21 league in 
the county - thus bridging the gap 
between the youth and adult game. 


A separate FA nationwide survey 
showed that for 14 to 25-year-olds, 
football was still the most popular 
activity. 

Mr Dolan said: “So that kind of 
shows that football has this really 
strong base of players at a younger 
age group, but once they start getting 
to 17 or 18 it starts declining. 

“And that is where adult football is 
suffering because there is not the 
back fill that there used to be of play¬ 
ers going into adult football. 

“We felt a lot of players were going 
into adult football too early, not en¬ 
joying it and dropping out. And once 
you drop out it’s really hard to get in¬ 
volved again. 

“So if there is that U21 stepping

Players are struggling to find time 
to play so FA moves the goalposts 


NATIONALLY, Sunday league 
adult football has lost some 19,000 
players in the past year - and that 
is as much due to changes in 
personal circumstances as it is 
conditions of pitches and changing 
rooms. 

Kent FA chief executive Paul 
Dolan said that one of the top 
reasons players have walked away 
from the sport is a change in 
lifestyle. 

He said: “If we go back 10 years, 
a lot of people worked structured 
weeks Monday to Friday from 9 am 
to 5pm, and the weekend would 
be for their leisure time. 

“That just doesn’t happen now. A 
lot of people work shift work. A lot 
of people work six if not seven 
days a week and so can’t commit 
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stone from youth to adult football we 
think it might aid player retention.” 

The Kent FA says it has also tried to 
keep the older generation of players 
involved by starting up a veteran’s 
cup tournament for players over the 
age of 35. 

Statistics show an increase in 
women’s football with 130 female 
teams across Kent as well as 55 disabil¬ 
ity teams, but the Sunday league’s am- 


the time to go and play for a team. 

“We can’t do anything about 
people working, but we can 
recognise it as an issue. We will 
look at having more flexibility 
around kick off times - so not just 
the Sunday morning at 10.30am. 

“Lots of the leagues are very 
structured and say that is when 
you will all kick-off with no room to 
budge. 

“But football needs to fit into 
people’s lifestyles now and players 
would like a little more flexibility. 

“There will always be a market 
for Sunday morning but there 
needs to be more opportunities 
available to play at different times.” 

The Kent FA say they are also 
putting together Just Play Centres 
around the county on varying 


ateur males remains a problem area. 

There are some 15,000 volunteers 
in the county working for the various 
leagues at different age groups to 
keep grassroots football alive and 
kicking, and Mr Dolan said that in the 
last year of their strategy the Kent FA 
will focus its efforts on keeping Sun¬ 
day leagues alive. 

“We have never done that before - 
acting as the intermediary between 
the local authority who provide the 
pitches and the clubs and leagues

Similar to the commercial five or 
six-sided tournaments that already 
exist, kick-off times and days will 
vary to attract as many people as 
possible, but the FA’s plan is to get 
them playing 11-a-side again. 

“We want to create more 
flexible aspects of 11-a-side 
football,” said Mr Dolan. 

“Not everyone can get to the 
game at 10am on a Sunday 
morning. But people can go along 
to these centres, have a kick about 
and come back again the following 
week. 

“They might not want to play in a 
structured team environment. But 
then again that could reignite their 
passion and push them to rejoin a 
local team.”

NEW LIFE FOR OLD KITCHENS 
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A sign of ch anging police times 

A lack of police presence in rural communities was one area Kent’s Police and Crime Commissioner Ann 
Barnes was keen to address; something she has accomplished with her mobile police station initiative... 



ELLO to you all. I hope 
you have managed to 
stay safe, warm and dry 
in the recent storms. 

It’s heartbreaking to 
see flood victims hit again in the 
second wave of terrible weather... will 
it never end? 

It’s been another busy month for 
me and you may have seen in the 
press the first review of how my 
mobile police stations initiative has 
been doing. 

Since their introduction, the six 
mobile police stations have primarily 
been used in rural areas carrying out 
360 visits to 180 locations in the 
county per month. 

That’s a huge amount of the county 
with a visible police presence that 
otherwise may not have had one. 

During the first four to six months 
of the pilot project a total of 1,308 
people benefitted from having a 
police presence in the heart of their 
local community and were able to 
talk to community officers about 
their policing concerns and worries, 
something they would not otherwise 
have had the opportunity to do. 

I funded the introduction of mobile 


police stations to provide a police 
presence in mainly rural parts of our 
county where there may not have 
been a police station nearby. 

The reassurance this presence 
provides cannot be quantified or 
measured by numbers. 

There’s no measurement of the 
people who, even though they may 
not have visited their local mobile 
police station, know it is there and 
feel reassured by its presence. 

It’s important to add it didn’t cost 
the taxpayer a penny to buy these 
stations. 

The vehicles were already 
owned by Kent Police but 
weren’t being used to any 
great extent, and the offic¬ 
ers used to man them were 
already on the books. 

The police community 
support officers have to 
get out and about in the 
communities they 
serve somehow, and in 
an organisation that 
is dealing with limit¬ 
ed staff numbers, 
you have to look at 
new, innovative 


and exciting ways of doing things. 

That’s exactly what these mobile 
police stations represent; a fresh ap¬ 
proach to putting community officers 
exactly where I’m told time and time 
again that they’re wanted - in the 
hearts of local communities. 

I’m actually thrilled at how this 
initiative has developed; from the in¬ 
ception of an initial idea, to plans for 
the stations to now be used in crime 
hot-spot areas and in town centres at 
night-time. 

They’ve already been used as part 
of a burglary initiative, with the 
force deploying them near 
homes of burglary 
victims to deter re¬ 
peat offences. 

The mobile po¬ 
lice stations offer a 
regular police pres¬ 
ence at minimal 
cost, and that’s why 
it caught the eye of the 
policing minister and 
Ashford MP Damian 
Green who gave recog¬ 
nition to Kent for being 
the first force to adopt 
such an initiative at his re¬ 


cent national conference. 

They can also be requested at 
community fairs and events and are 
open to use by partner agencies to 
interact with communities - like the 
council or housing associations - free 
of charge.

I am always happy to hear your 
views and ideas about how they can 
be used, so come and join me at my 
next ‘Meet the Commissioner and 
Chief Constable’ event.

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When schools struggle who is 
best to lead them to success? 



Former headteacher Peter Read, the man behind the Kent Independent Education 
Advice service, examines a growing tension between Kent County Council and 
the growing number of schools opting to become Government-funded academies. 


K ENT County Council 
(KCC) has submitted writ¬ 
ten evidence to the Gov¬ 
ernment select committee 
on education’s inquiry 
into academies and free schools, 
which began on Wednesday. 

It addresses concerns about both 
accountability and performance of 
academies, choosing The Marlowe 
Academy as an illustration [the £30 
million academy built in 2005 to re¬ 
place the failing Ramsgate School, 
but which subsequently found itself 
just above the worst performing 
schools in the country, despite recent 
improvements]. 

However, KCC could equally have 
chosen Maidstone’s Tree Tops Acade¬ 
my and Molehill Copse Primary 
School, both run by the Academies 
Enterprise Trust, which previously 
ran Marlowe for a year. 

KCC proposes that underperform¬ 
ing academies should revert to local 
authority accountability, but the 
weakness is that there is an assump¬ 
tion the local authority is up to the job. 

I have written extensively on Med¬ 
way Council’s repeated failure to 
manage standards adequately, and 
they clearly do not have capacity to 
improve schools, while Kent is not yet 
a beacon of excellence. 

For although it is improving, it still 
has too many primary schools failing 
Ofsted inspections, making them vul¬ 
nerable to takeover by academy 
groups, with nine already planned. 

This week’s news about the culling 
of sixth form courses for financial 
reasons, while the free school budget 
appears to have no bounds, under¬ 
lines the illogical nature of current 
education policy, and KCC makes 
some very good points about the 
problems with free school philosophy 
and implementation. 

KCC’s evidence leads with one of the 
Government’s most laudable educa¬ 
tion priorities; to reduce the achieve¬ 
ment gap for disadvantaged pupils. 

It demolishes the Government 
claim that academies are leading the 
way here, citing evidence showing 
there is no narrowing of the achieve¬ 
ment gap by academies. 

Furthermore, it expresses concern 
about a fall of 12.5 per cent of take-up 
of free school meals [the traditional 
method of measuring children from 
poorer backgrounds] in sponsored 
academies nationally compared with 
the schools they replaced, as some of 
those academies chase pupils who 
will improve their performance. 

The document provides evidence

showing there is no overall increase 
in GCSE grades at academies as com¬ 
pared to maintained schools and, 
looking at the recent Kent GCSE re¬ 
sults, this is easy to believe, with nine 
of the 12 lowest performing schools 
being sponsored academies; the low¬ 
est also an academy - Castle Commu¬ 
nity College in Deal. 

As the evidence records: “In terms 
of overall pupil achievement, recent 
research has found that there is no 
direct correlation between being an 
academy and improved attainment 
levels, reflected in Ofsted judgements. 

“The critical characteristic to rais¬ 
ing attainment in a school is the indi¬ 
vidual capacity of the school leader¬ 
ship. Many sponsored academies are 
improving the quality of education 
and pupil outcomes, as they have of¬ 
ten replaced very poorly performing 
schools.” 

However, the end of this paragraph 
sadly comes close to demolishing the 
argument put forward by KCC, as 
these “very poorly performing 
schools” were previously run by local 
authorities such as Kent. 

A classic example is Wilmington 
Academy in Dartford that, in its pre¬ 
vious incarnation, was a KCC school 
in special measures. 

Four years later, under outstand¬ 
ing leadership, it is one of Kent’s top 
performing non-selective schools. 

The document is critical of the De¬ 
partment for Education’s actions in 
improving failing or underachieving 
academies and rightly expresses con¬ 
cerns about the accountability of 


academies and free schools. 

It highlights the history of the Mar¬ 
lowe Academy. 

The academy was told in a pre- 
warning notice in 2012, that GCSE 
standards were unacceptably low. 

This year, after the academy fin¬ 
ished 21st worst school in the country, 
the headteacher left suddenly mid¬ 
term, and one has to wonder what fur¬ 
ther action government will now take. 

Government still considers that 
“where local authorities fail to use 
their powers effectively (to improve 
maintained schools), the secretary of 
state will exercise his powers with a 
view to ensuring that standards im¬ 
prove, which is likely to result in an 
academy solution for the school”. 

However, there is no reverse process 
and KCC complains that where it has 
concerns about academies, the author¬ 
ity has no powers to improve them, 
and government mechanisms appear 
too weak to bring about change. 

KCC warns that the academy 
programme will bring about “the po¬ 
tential atomisation and fragmenta¬ 
tion of the education system” with its 
serious risks to the future of vulnera¬ 
ble children, those with special needs 
and those excluded from school. 

M eanwhile, the Coalition is 
trying to come to terms 
with the rapid increase in 
academies all controlled 
by central government, and is explor¬ 
ing what would be a new bureaucrat¬ 
ic regional area management. 

This may look disturbingly like its 


local authority predecessor - but 
without local input. 

While this article is critical, there 
are many examples of highly success¬ 
ful academies and academy trusts in 
Kent; all marked out by outstanding 
leadership, the key factor in a suc¬ 
cessful school of any type. 

Turning to free schools, KCC’s evi¬ 
dence refers to the five now open in 
Kent stating: “All are in areas of so¬ 
cio-economic advantage, rather than 
growing diversity and choice in dis¬ 
advantaged areas of need. There ap¬ 
pears to be ‘middle-class capture’ of 
the free schools process, in order to 
create new capacity in areas that do 
not necessarily need school places”. 

Perhaps for this reason, all the cur¬ 
rent Kent free schools are flourishing, 
as distinct from some other parts of the 
country, where too many are wacky, 
some unnecessary and failing to at¬ 
tract pupils, and some already failing. 

The document forgets to mention 
the additional five new free schools 
KCC has commissioned to meet stra¬ 
tegic need for additional places, all in 
areas of socio-economic advantage, 
although it could have encouraged 
academies instead (the Government 
no longer allows local authorities to 
build their own schools). 

My simplistic conclusion: most 
good schools thrive irrespective of 
their status and circumstances... it’s 
the leadership that matters

Curtain set to fall on Fort Halstead 


FORT Halstead has long been a 
site of strategic importance. 
Initially the site of one of a number 
of forts built in 1892 and designed 
to offer a wall of defence should 
London come under attack, it 
proved the ideal site to relocate the 
government’s defence research 
and development unit. 

Over the years it has been 
involved in a number of key 
projects. Aside from the develop¬ 
ment of an atomic bomb, it also 


gained a reputation for providing 
expert analysis of explosive 
damage. 

In 2011, the Defence Science 
and Technology Laboratory, which 
owned the Sevenoaks site and is 
part of the Ministry of Defence, 
said a review had resulted in the 
decision to close Fort Halstead. 

It put a huge question mark 
over nearly 1,000 staff employed 
at the 300-acre site as well as the 
associated local industries which 


serviced it. Just 400 are expected 
to move to the new site at a 
new-build facility at Porton Down, 
near Salisbury, and Portsdown 
West in Portsmouth. 

But late last year it was an¬ 
nounced the move was being put 
off for up to a year due to design 
delays, bringing more uncertainty 
to the mix. 

While 200 staff are set to leave 
this spring, the rest will now 
remain until the end of 2017. 


David Searle is now 84, but remem¬ 
bers vividly some of the remarkable 
behind-the-scenes tales which saw 
him drafted onto the hush-hush 
project in 1950 - a few years after the 
Cold War started. 

He was based at Fort Halstead in 
Sevenoaks; the government research 
centre which is set to shut completely 
in the next few years. 

After we carried a report last 
month, Mr Searle got in touch, keen 
to share his experiences of what it 
was like to be working on such a sen¬ 
sitive project. 

He explained: “As one of the scien¬ 
tists, and possibly the only surviving 
scientist, engaged on this project from 
1950 to 1955, I can assure you this 
was an extremely interesting period. 

“The whole project was, of course, 
top secret and we had to develop all the 
arming, detonating and instrumenta¬ 
tion equipment on a shoestring. 

“We were starting from scratch 
and, of necessity, many of the devel¬ 
opments were therefore extremely in¬ 
novative and often quite amusing.” 

The clandestine programme to cre¬ 
ate a nuclear device for the UK had 
started during the Second World War 
led by William Penney. He had been 
part of the UK delegation involved in 
the research and development pro¬ 
gramme known as the Manhattan 
Project - a collaboration between US, 
UK and Canadian scientists. 

It would ultimately lead to the crea¬ 
tion of the devices dropped on both 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki which 
would force the Japanese surrender 
and the end of the war. 

“Bill Penney, or Tin Can Penney as 
he was known and who later become 
Lord Penney, was the scientist in over¬ 
all charge,” remembered Mr Searle 
who had found himself involved just 
two years after working for a utilities 
company as a fresh-faced teenager. 

He explained: “At 18, I was work¬ 
ing as a clerk in the Bournemouth 
Gas and Water Company and totally 
unqualified when I was called up for 
National Service in May 1948. 

“For some inexplicable reason, I 
was allocated to the Royal Electrical 
and Mechanical Engineers and 
trained as an electronic control engi¬ 
neer, known as an ECE, responsible 
for the maintenance of anti-aircraft 
gun computers. 

“I was then sent to work on the first 
50 Centurion tanks fitted with gun 
stabilisers and took these to Germany 
for field trials with the Royal Scots 
Greys during the Cold War and the 
Berlin airlift.” 

The Berlin airlift was part of the 
Berlin Blockade - a tense stand-off 
early in the Cold War when the Sovi¬ 
ets blocked Allied access to parts of 
Berlin and which necessitated sup¬ 
plies being airlifted into West Berlin. 

Adds Mr Searle: “On demob, I re¬ 
ported to the labour exchange to sign 
off at the end of my leave. As I did so, I 
noticed a poster from the Ministry of 
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Supply advertising for assistant scien¬ 
tific officers.” 

The Ministry of Supply was the 
government department focused on 
supplying the armed forces. 

He added: “For some obscure rea¬ 
son I made an application, was inter¬ 
viewed in London, and was offered a 
position at Fort Halstead. I assumed 
this would involve me in further work 
in the field of gun stabilisers.” 

He and his wife were found accom¬ 
modation in Bessels Green and he re¬ 
ported for duty in June, 1950.

“I reported to the main gate and 
was escorted further into the estab¬ 
lishment, to an inner compound with 
another even more secure gate from 
which I was collected and taken to 
the office of a Dr Black,” he explains. 

“Dr Black was the head of what I was 
to learn was referred to as HER or High 
Explosive Research, and he wasted no 
time in informing me I was to work 
on the design and development of the 
first British atomic weapon. 

“He then proceeded to ask me if I 
had any moral objections to such em¬ 
ployment, and I think, it was at that 
point I signed the Official Secrets Act. 

“Later, when somebody objected, I 
understand they realised the folly of 
their ways and asked them to sign the 
Act before the person was advised of 
their posting, which was quite amus¬ 
ing to us at the time. 

“Dr Black’s secretary took me 
across to 06, the building directly op¬ 
posite, and handed me over to the Su¬ 
perintendent of Weapons Electrical, 
known as SWL.” 

The team comprised 20 scientists 
and a host of support staff, ranging 
from typists to cleaners to tea ladies. 

“SWL was in charge of all opera¬ 


tions in 06 and had four sections un¬ 
der his control. One devoted to devel¬ 
oping the radar-triggered detonator 
system; one developing the necessary 
plugs and sockets for the weapon - 
the weapon was going to be delivered 
from height where the low pressure 
was such that all the existing prod¬ 
ucts failed; one providing a climatic 
test facility where the systems could 
be tested at the low temperatures and 
pressures they would be subjected to; 
and one devoted to developing the 
main arming switch and the baro¬ 
metric, graze and impact switches. 
This was to be my section.” 

A nd so he formed a key part of 
a small band of men tasked 
with playing a vital role in 
creating a device capable of 
being dropped from a height and deto¬ 
nating with terrible effect. 

Adds Mr Searle: “At the time I 
joined, this section was headed by a 
scientific officer I shall call JG. He had 
been a bomber pilot during the war 
and had then read mechanical engi¬ 
neering at King’s College London. I 
suspect this was his first job after 
graduating. 


“Reporting to him was a mechani¬ 
cal engineer called WS with an HNC 
(Higher National Certificate) who 
had been drafted in from Woolwich 
Arsenal. 

“There was also a 40-year-old 
watchmaker, HC, with no qualifica¬ 
tions but a fine craftsman who had 
moved down from Lancashire and a 
ex-Royal Navy electrician called DW, 
who I think had obtained his NC (Na¬ 
tional Certificate) prior to the war. I 
was to answer to DW. 

“WS and HC were responsible for 
the development of the arming 
switch. DW and I were to be responsi¬ 
ble for the design, development and 
manufacture of the control system 
associated with the arming switch, 
and barometric, graze and impact 
detonating switches. 

“Thus the success of the British 
atomic weapon was to depend on a 
young man with an HNC, an older 
man with a NC, a very competent 
watch maker, and a 20-year-old with 
no qualifications other than a limited 
experience of the control systems as¬ 
sociated with large guns.” 

The separate teams working on the 
project at Fort Halstead tended not to 
mix. Mr Searle said he remembered 
his team would generally only stray 
as far as the typing pool. 

Not that everyone kept to them¬ 
selves. 

He explained: “I am not aware that 
there was any ruling that one could 
not visit laboratories other than one’s 
own. Generally, the only persons who 
tended to wander between laborato¬ 
ries were the four typists from the 
pool, although once it was realised 
HC was a competent watch repairer 
he tended to get visitors with watches 
that needed repair - another odd 
lapse of security.” 

Mr Searle’s team spent their time 
trying to develop the technology that 
would see the bomb successfully 
detonated. 

He said: “The weapon was ideally 
to be detonated by a radar switch at a 
predetermined distance from the 
ground. This switch and all the other 
systems in the weapon were armed at 
a time after the weapon had left the 
aircraft, and these values were to be 
set up on the arming switch in the 
cockpit just prior to release. 

“The big concern was that should 
the radar switch or some other part of 
the system fail, the weapon should 
not be recoverable by the enemy, 
hence the other switches. 

“These however were not as simple 
as they sound as should the weapon 
graze a high building or impact on 
the ground at any angle then these 
switches must operate quickly 
enough to detonate the weapon be¬ 
fore it started to disintegrate due to 
the impact, thereby leaving evidence 
for the enemy.” 

The task was not made easy by the 
sparsity of funding.

He adds: “We were operating on a 
shoestring as I suspect we did not 
exist so far as the outside world was 
concerned. 

“With little money, gathering the 
necessary equipment needed to be 
somewhat imaginative. Equipment 
was therefore often begged, borrowed 
or perhaps stolen. Some solutions ar¬ 
rived at were the result of compromise. 

“The ultimate example of this was 
the arming switch, for which the fuse 
unit was removed from the nose of 
anti-aircraft shells and this was used 
as the building block about which the 
unit was developed. Although these 
units were basically crude in their 
construction they cost nothing and 
were freely available, and their use re¬ 
duced both the cost and the lead time 


of developing a custom built unit. 

“It was HC’s job to take these de¬ 
vices apart and rebuild them to a sig¬ 
nificantly higher standard, hence the 
need for a competent watchmaker.” 

But Mr Searle was far from con¬ 
fined to the laboratories deep within 
Fort Halstead. 

The atomic project needed a testing 
programme, which meant high alti¬ 
tude test flights and test deployments. 

He explains: “It was necessary to 
perform drop trials where the devices 
were installed in hermetically-sealed 
boxes, which were themselves in¬ 
stalled in bomb cases 24in in diame¬ 
ter and 6ft long. These were dropped 
from an aircraft while the function¬ 
ing of the elements was relayed to the 
ground by telemetry systems. 


“The first drop trials were carried 
out from the Royal Aircraft Establish¬ 
ment (RAE) at Farnborough using a 
Wellington bomber with pilots from 
the Empire Test Pilots School. 

“It was only possible to achieve the 
altitude necessary by flying around for 
a considerable time and, since this air¬ 
craft had many areas where one could 
see daylight through and no pressuri- 
sation or heating, it was a question of 
wearing oxygen masks and putting on 
as many clothes as possible. 

“The devices were dropped in the sea 
off Aberporth in Wales. We were under 
so much pressure to meet the targets 
set, I believe the first drop was of an 
empty bomb and it was reported back 
as being a successful drop which it no 
doubt was since it landed in the sea. 


“I fail to understand why I was ap¬ 
pointed to be in attendance at the ma¬ 
jority of these trials to ensure that all 
was working OK - it was a big respon¬ 
sibility. 

“I would be picked up from my pre¬ 
fab in Otford at some unearthly hour 
and driven to a far corner of Farnbor¬ 
ough where the bomber and weapon 
sat in a secure hanger. 

“I had to wait around until such a 
time as the aircraft returned, in case 
it had not been possible to complete a 
drop and I was required to be on site 
for the next day. There were no mo¬ 
torways at that time so the journey 
there and back took a considerable 
time and it was often a long day. 

“I was selected after a severe medi¬ 
cal to be an observer on these flights 


and I got through the programme, af¬ 
ter using as an initial specimen, the 
urine of one of my colleagues. Many 
of those tested with me failed on the 
decompression test - only two of the 
12 passed.” 

M r Searle, who lives in 
Dymchurch, added: “On 
one of my later assign¬ 
ments I visited an electri¬ 
cal engineering company in the Mid¬ 
lands to inspect, and take delivery of, 
a black box that was the control unit. 

“As I placed it, well wrapped, in the 
boot of the car, the managing direc¬ 
tor of the company stressed on me the 
importance of not letting it out of my 
sight. 

“I must have said something about 
stopping for a coffee on the way back 
because early the next day I was car¬ 
peted for not taking security serious¬ 
ly. It was a black box that could have 
been anything and it was locked in 
the boot of the car!” 

Over the next two years, Mr Searle 
had two children and moved to ac¬ 
commodation at Otford. His studies 
had continued too, and he built on his 
scientific knowledge. 

He said: “Whilst I was at the Fort I 
was granted day release and studied 
for my HNC at Woolwich Polytechnic 
and cycled there from Otford on one 
day every week. I must have done rea¬ 
sonably well in my HNC studies as I 
was awarded one of ten Technical 
State Scholarships awarded by the 
Ministry of Education and in 1955 
went up to the Imperial College of Sci¬ 
ence and Technology to read for a de¬ 
gree in engineering.” 

By the end of the 1950s, the UK had 
confirmed its development of nuclear 
devices.

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Head hits back at grammar 

Marijke Cox speaks to the head of a school looking to move ten miles up the road, much to the anger 


XPANDING a school is nothing new in 
a county with an ever-changing 
demand for places. 

Moving a whole school lock, stock 
and barrel, however, is a completely 
different matter - and an unusual one at that. 

Yet in an ambitious move by one of Kent’s 
leading grammars, this is the plan. 

Governors at Barton Court Grammar School, 
located in the heart of Canterbury, last month 
announced a formal consultation into propos¬ 
als to move the school to a site 10 miles up the 
road in Herne Bay. 

It follows confirmation that instead of open¬ 
ing a ‘satellite’ school in the seaside town, they 
might up sticks altogether and relocate to the 
coast in 2017 - and onto the former site of Herne 
Bay Golf Club. 

And along with the move, it might also ex¬ 
pand, having five forms of entry rather than the 
normal four, adding 30 new places, with room 
to accommodate 30 more if needed. 

The school argues the move is crucial in help¬ 
ing cope with what it claims is a growing de¬ 
mand for grammar places in the district. 

Governors argue Barton Court is over-sub¬ 
scribed and last year was forced to turn away 
100 pupils wanting a place. 

For a school which draws in students from 
across Canterbury, Whitstable and Herne Bay, 
the response from parents has been mixed. 

Many, who live in the city, point to increased 
costs of travelling, others welcome a school a lit¬ 
tle closer to home as well as a brand new, state- 
of-the-art site. 

But now seven head teachers from non-selec- 
tive schools in the area have joined forces to dis¬ 
credit the plans, claiming there is no evidence to 
suggest a need for additional places. 

A leading education consultant has also 
questioned the figure that 100 youngsters were 
turned away - suggesting, instead, the figure is 
closer to 28. 

Regardless, Barton Court insists the move 
will benefit both the school and the catchment 
area’s children. 

The ambitious plans were first floated last year 
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as a solution to children having to travel out of 
the district’s coastal towns to attend a grammar. 

Currently, grammar children living in areas 
such as Herne Bay and Whitstable, as well as 
Canterbury’s villages, must either travel to 
schools in the city or other towns in the county, 
such as Faversham. 

Governors are concerned about future fore¬ 
casts for selective capacity, which accounts for 
25 per cent of the county’s total school places. 

They stress that families from the city, areas 
to the south and the coastal towns and villages, 
may not be able to secure a grammar place for 
their children in years to come. 

The school said: “We believe it is vital for the 
future well-being of the school and its pupils. It 
will provide additional resources, improved fa¬ 
cilities and space as well as the capacity to ex¬ 
pand, which will enable us to help meet the 
growing demand for selective places.” 

Moving the school, governors say, will also 
help reduce travelling time and cost of travel. 

Speaking to KoS this week, head teacher of 
Barton Court, Kirstin Cardus, said the school 
was oversubscribed last year due to the number 
of appeals and had, therefore, had to take on an 
extra form of entry. 

“We had 92 appeals which the independent 
panel gave us and so we had an extra 30 chil¬ 
dren from that who were assessed as grammar 
school standard. So there were about 60 that 
were turned away,” she said.

“Normally, we have 120 pupils but our cur¬ 
rent Year 7 has 150.” 

Ms Cardus said Kent County Council’s Educa¬ 
tional Commissioning Plan predicts an increase 
in numbers for 2017 due to factors such as net 
migration and new housing. 

“What they haven’t done in the plan is say 
whether those secondary places are selective or 
not,” she said. 

“They do say we’re going to be short of sec¬ 
ondary places in the future and our argument 
will be that a quarter of those will be for gram¬ 
mar school places. 

“We’re not necessarily looking to expand be¬ 
cause we’re saying everybody will want to come 
to us. We think if we’re going to build a new 
school, if it does happen, it would make logical 
sense to try and make it a bit bigger to cope with 
future need. 

“The reason we’re looking at relocation is to 
have a brand new school and have improved fa¬ 
cilities for our current and future students. 

“We’re forward-thinking a little bit too and 
looking at what the issues will be in the future 
and seeing if we can help meet those.” 

Heads of non-selective schools in the area, 
however, are concerned on the impact the ex¬ 
panded school would have on their numbers. 

A joint letter has been signed by the principals, 
head teachers and heads of school at St Anselm’s 
Catholic School in Canterbury, Chaucer Technol¬ 
ogy School in Canterbury, Herne Bay High 
School, the Canterbury Academy, The Archbish¬ 
op’s School in Canterbury, Community College 
Whitstable and The Spires Academy. 

They claim there is no need for more grammar 
places and that if an additional form of entry was 
agreed at Barton Court, the school would not be 
able to fill up. 

“Given that no school wishes to be under-sub¬ 
scribed, the only conclusion can be that many 
grammar places will be filled ‘on appeal’ by stu¬ 
dents who are not suitable for a grammar- 
school education,” they said. 

“Apart from failing to understand why any 
grammar would want to alter its character by 
taking a far broader range of ability, this would

Heads of seven non-selective schools, 

in an open letter on Barton Court’s plans 

also be very unfortunate for the many local 
high schools who do a very good job for these 
‘borderline’ children, often helping them secure 
excellent outcomes at GCSE and A-level, and 
supporting their progress to higher education.” 

Ms Cardus denied Barton Court would fill up 
on appeal students. 

“Parental choice of whether they want to come 
here is another matter, but we’re not interested 
in filling up with non-selective children and 
becoming a high school or a comprehensive; we 
want to maintain our grammar status.” 

Education consultant Peter Read, of Kent In¬ 
dependent Education Advice, said he could not 
see any grammar wanting to fill up numbers by 
broadening the range of ability of its pupils. 

He said that some non-selective schools in the 
area which may have trouble filling up places 
each year could be affected if Barton Court did 
widen ability. 

“But I don’t anticipate that Barton Court 
would do that,” he stressed. 

He said expanding might help ease pressure 
on the over-subscribed Queen Elizabeth’s Gram¬ 
mar School in Faversham, which turned away 
47 first choices last year. 

He stated, however, that he did not think Bar¬ 
ton Court turned away 100 pupils, based on 
Kent County Council figures which showed it 
was actually 28 first choices. 

The non-selective school heads who are 
against the plans for expansion at Barton Court 
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critics

stressed there was no evidence to suggest addi¬ 
tional forms of entry are required. 

“Evidence also suggests that there is more than 
enough existing capacity to cater for any future 
changes in the local population,” they added. 

Ms Cardus explained, however, that taking 
into account the number of children who come 
into the school through the independent ap¬ 
peals panel - around two per cent of grammar 
pupils - pushes the number up, meaning the dis¬ 
trict is actually one form of entry short. 

Focusing on the re-location and expansion 
proposals, she said it was still “very early days”. 

A public consultation is currently under way 
to gauge opinion on whether the school should 
be relocated and expanded. 

It is due to finish on March 20 when gover¬ 
nors will assess the feedback. 

Public meetings are being held this month 
taking into account views of parents, staff, 
primary schools as well as public bodies such as 
the NHS. 

“It’s still an incredibly long way to go to build 
a new school,” said Ms Cardus. 

She stressed the school was unlikely to be able 
to expand on the current site. 

“We have limited space to provide extra facili¬ 
ties. It’s built for 550 but we have 888 students,” 
she said. “Expansion would mean relocating.” 

MP for Thanet North Sir Roger Gale has been 
pushing for better provision on the coast for 
grammar children since he was elected in 1983. 

He stressed it would put an end to the daily 
transfer of pupils out of Herne Bay to selective 
schools in Canterbury, Thanet and Faversham. 

Speaking after the announcement of plans 
last year, he said: “There is a long way to go be¬ 
fore any deal is signed with the necessary fund¬ 
ing in place and that, inevitably, will lead to an 
unwelcome period of uncertainty. 

“If, though, that is the price that has to be paid 
to put an end to the daily transfer of pupils out of 
Herne Bay to selective schools in Canterbury, 
Thanet and Faversham then, if successful, it will 
have been worthwhile.” 

He said the headteacher and govenors had 
shown “considerable courage” in the plans. 


Relocation is a ‘once in a lifetime' opportunity 


THE potential to relocate has been 
described by Barton Court as a 
“once in a lifetime” opportunity. 

The school, which saw 99 per 
cent of its pupils gain five A*-C 
grades in the GCSE results last 
year - making it the top perform¬ 
ing grammar in the cathedral 


city - could move into state-of- 
the-art buildings on the former 
Herne Bay Golf Club site by 
September 2017. 

Mark Quinn, from Newman- 
Quinn and Quinn Estates, is 
offering the land for free and 
is also helping the school to 


raise funds for the project. 

Among the facilities, which 
would also be open to the local 
community, would be artificial 
pitches with floodlights, six 
tennis courts, a modern 
clubhouse and a cricket pitch. 

Head teacher Kirstin Cardus 


says the current Barton Court 
site is too small to accommodate 
the expansion potentially 
needed in future years due to 
expected increased demand.

Will storm clouds 
finally clear after 
yet more floods? 


I T HAS felt like the rain would 
never end - and this week the 
county continued to feel the 
impact of one of the wettest 
winters on record. 

What’s more, there was unlikely to 
be little let up this weekend either, 
with more high winds and heavy rain 
forecast. 

As these aerial shots reveal, Yald¬ 
ing, near Maidstone, was again hit last 
weekend as rivers burst their banks. 

And Canterbury also found itself 
struggling to cope as water levels 
rose. Our photographs reveal the im¬ 
pact on local villages - and in the city 
centre where the car park of the 
Sainsbury’s supermarket had to be 
closed after it became submerged. 

What’s more, it seems there is more 
to come. 

According to the Met Office there 


will be a “wet and windy start to the 
weekend” with the weather remain¬ 
ing “unsettled and occasionally 
windy through the week with further 
showers or longer spells of rain”. 

There is some light at the end of the 
tunnel, however. 

The long-term forecast for the end of 
February predicts “longer spells of dri¬ 
er and brighter weather than previous 
weeks” but warns “although still with 
some rain-bearing systems”. 

It means emergency teams in place 
to deal with the high water levels - 
and who have been active since 
before Christmas - will need to re¬ 
main vigilant. 

Dave Bedlington, from the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency, which has come in 
for criticism due to its response to the 
unprecedented levels of rain, said: 
“We will continue to monitor the 


situation very closely as river and 
groundwater levels across the south 
east remain high and responsive, and 
standing water remains in some flood 
plains. 

“As high spring tides continue we 
will be keeping a close eye on the de¬ 
veloping situation around the coast. 

“Environment Agency teams re¬ 
main out on the ground, around the 
clock operating pumping stations, is¬ 
suing flood warnings and checking 
that flood banks, walls and barriers 
are working effectively. 

“We are urging communities to 
prepare in advance by signing up for 
free flood warnings and to take 
action if they receive one.”

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SHOULD TOWNS BE SAVED AT COST OF COUNTRY? 


AN ORGANISATION representing rural 
landowners has slammed claims the 
countryside should keep being flooded to 
protect major settlements. 

The local chief of the Country Land and 
Business Association (CLA) said flood 
management must be looked at urgently as 
“we simply cannot carry on like this”. 

If follows comments made this week by 
the chairman of the Environment Agency, 
Lord Smith, that a choice needs to be made 
between protecting “town or country”. 

The organisation said it is vital the 
Government recognises the economic 
importance of agricultural land if we are to 
achieve food security - and ensures its 
budget is spent on flood protection. 

CLA director for the south east Robin 
Edwards said: “The Government says it 
values food security but we are never going 
to maintain it if prime areas of agricultural 
land are at horrendous risk of flooding. 

“In the current economic climate there is 
a need to cut public expenditure but Defra 


and the Environment Agency must review 
their priorities if we are to maintain and 
improve our ability to feed ourselves. 

“The Government must also make it 
easier for landowners to maintain defences 
the Environment Agency no longer can. 

“In some cases individual landowners 
are willing to take on the responsibility for 
defences, but they become frustrated by 
the amount of red tape and costs involved.” 

The CLA said the Government needs to 
look at internal drainage boards (IDB) 
which have a track record of managing flood 
risks efficiently and effectively. IDBs are a 
operating authority established in areas of 
special drainage need, determined by water 
catchment area, and currently operating in 
areas such as the Broads and Fens in East 
Anglia and the Somerset Levels. 

Mr Edwards added: “They work because 
they are run by people with a direct interest 
in preventing flooding. They are a perfect 
example of local decision-making that 
works and we need more of them.”

F ORTY years in the 
music industry is a 
long time by anyone’s 
standards.

Ten days 
later we were in Kosovo 
playing for peace-keeping 
UN troops. That was 
a baptism of fire 

guitarist Baz Warne almost passed 
up the chance to be a part of their 
history. 

The 49-year-old, who turns 50 
on tour, joined t in 2000 and 


initially took a back seat in what 
was then a five-piece version of the 
group. 

Now though he is at the 
forefront alongside original 
members Dave Greenfield on 
keyboard, Jean Jacque Burnel on 
bass, and Jet Black on drums. 

In his younger days Warne was 
in a band from his home town of 
Sunderland called Smalltown 
Heroes who he toured with for 10 
years before it fell apart. 

They were on the road with the 
likes of Little Angels, Stereophon¬ 
ies, Terrorvision, Space, The 
Levellers and, most importantly, 
the Stranglers. 

Warne first met his future band 
mates when they played together 
in 1995 before a European tour 
later on in the 90s. 


They kept in touch and also 
shared the same guitar technician, 
which helped when it came to the 
Stranglers needing a new guitar¬ 
ist. 

“We became friends and I kept 
in touch with one of the guys in 
the band,” said Warne. “They were 
a five-piece at that point. We also 
had a guitar tech who was 
connected to both bands. When 
we went off tour he went on tour 
with them. He was the link. 

“When they decided to look for a 
new guitar player they drew up a 
shortlist of seven or eight. If they 
had advertised it they would have 
150 people turn up and it would 
have been a waste of time and 
money.

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“I only got to find out about the 
audition the weekend before it 
happened. I actually told them I 
didn’t want to do it at first. My wife at 
the time asked me not to. We had 
been together a long time and I had 
been on the road the last nine years, 
sometimes coming back with money, 
but often not with anything. 

“She wanted me to give time to the 
family, so I agreed. But later when 
you’re lying in bed staring at the 
ceiling you think maybe you should 
have a go at it. I called them back 
and I wasn’t too late. 

“I went off to London and got the 
gig on the spot. Ten days later we 
went to Kosovo and played for the 
peace-keeping UN troops. It was 
incredible. That was a baptism of fire. 
My feet haven’t really touched the 
ground since.” 

In joining the band he took on all 
the hits that he grew up listening to. 
The Stranglers had 23 UK top 40 
singles and 17 UK top 40 albums. 

The release of their first three 
albums, Rattus Norvegicus, No More 
Heroes, Black and White, and The 
Raven, within the space of 13 
months from 1977 propelled them to 
new heights of popularity. 

Their sixth album La Folie, 
released in 1981, proved to be 
another change in direction and the 
marker for chart success with the 
single Golden Brown making 
number two in the UK charts. 

Warne took up his role in 2000, 
replacing John Ellis who himself had 
the unenviable task of picking up 
where Cornwall had left off in 1990. 

Cornwall split with the group after

deciding its creative output had run 
its course and pursued a solo career. 
It is a situation Warne and his 
bandmates understand. 

“If I’m honest, and I know the rest 
of the boys would agree with me, if 
you look at the latter output before 
he left they haven’t lasted the test of 
time,” he said. 

“There are some good songs but 
the production was very 80s, very 
dated. That is what has dated those 
records, not so much the songs. I 
think Hugh’s (Cornwall) got a point.” 


B ack then Warne was himself 
a fan, as he explains: “I was 
influenced by quite a lot of 
things back in the day if it 
had a cool guitar in it. 

“There was just something about 
their attitude. The name was cool. 
You looked at them in the magazines 
and you wouldn’t want to meet them 
down a dark alley.” 

He was glad to step into Ellis’ shoes 
rather than straight into those of 
Cornwall having seen the way it 
went down with fans after the 


original frontman left. 

“The guy I replaced had been 
guitarist for 10 years, since Hugh 
Cornwall in 1990,” he said. 

“If I replaced him in 19901 would 
have come in for just as much stick 
as anyone else. I just joined as a 
guitarist, so I was able to stand at the 
side and learn my craft. 

“I became the singer when the last 
one decided to leave, so we just 
decided to carry on as a four piece. 

“Without casting too many 
aspersions or running anyone down, 


the guy was a good guitarist but not 
necessarily a Stranglers guitarist. 

“Everybody wants to put their own 
stamp on things. I try to take 
elements from the original stuff and 
put my own thing on it. 

“We still write and record our own 
original stuff. It’s not all nostalgia. If 
we did that people would go mad.”

A unique floating arts hub is nearing 
completion after a lengthy restoration. 

Greg Miles meets the owners of the 
Light Vessel 21 on its latest journey. 



I T was a beacon of hope for 
mariners at sea but now it is 
shining example of what you 
can do if you set your mind to 
it. 

Lightvessel 21, a decommissioned 
light ship, has been slowly trans¬ 
formed and given a new lease of life 
in the last four years and is now a 
focal point for a wide range of arts 
activities for all ages. 

From club nights to punk bands, 
to student projects and artists in 
residence - it is up for any challenge. 

It looked destined for scrap back in 
2008 when its service off the coast of 
Kent, where it had become a familiar 
sight for men at sea since 1963, was 
up. 

But Paivi Seppala and her partner 
Gary Weston had other ideas and 
bought its shell like state with 
intentions far removed from its 
original use. 

Since they acquired it in 2009 it 
has been moored off Gillingham Pier, 
next to the paddle steamer Medway 
Queen, where the intrepid artists 
have become semi-experts in 


maritime restoration. 

At the same time they have been 
hosting arts events which they hope 
to do full time as of this summer with 
their project all but complete. 

“Both Gary and I both work in the 
art industry,” said Finnish national 
Paivi. “We both knew about seven 
years ago that we wanted to work 
with a quirky venue. 

“We wanted to fill a gap, to provide 
a platform for art forms to flourish. 
From looking at churches and 
warehouses it turned into ships, and 
then a light ship. There was no 
turning back from that; with its vivid 
colour it’s a public art form in it’s 
own right.” 

They had their hearts set on it the 
moment they saw it and no amount 
of discouraging from Paivi’s father, a 
boat builder back home, would 
discourage them. 

At 133ft long, and with a consider¬ 
able amount of room inside after 
being gutted, it was not a small 
challenge to take on, but it took them 
several years to find the right one. 

“They had their service history 


and came to the end of the period 
where they were financially viable,” 
said Gary. “They’re all being replaced 
by modern technology. Recently, 
people have seen there’s a value from 
a heritage point of view and in the 
commercial market. 

“Metal prices have been good 
recently so it has made sense in some 
respects to scrap them.

“We had been looking for about 
two years to secure a light ship. 
When it came up for tender it fitted 
perfectly because it’s been on the 
Kent coast, and there’s an old crew 
member who lives up the road.” 

As Gary says, it spent a large part 
of its life in our waters. It was 
ordered in 1962, and launched in 
1963. It was then stationed at East 


Goodwin near Deal, Varne station in 
the straits of Dover, in the Channel, 
northwest of Guernsey, and finally at 
Seven Stones station off Land’s End 
in Cornwall. 

The majority of light vessels were 
decommissioned in the 1970s and 
80s and replaced by light buoys. The 
remaining ones have since been 
converted to become unmanned 
vessels which run on solar power 
with only a handful left around the 
country.

“There was power and sockets but 
they were designed for the function 
of the ship,” said Gary. “Everything is 
low power. There’s hardly anything 
that’s 32 amp. If you plugged two 
things in it was hard to do anything. 

“It’s been an interesting challenge 
trying to rework some of the things. 
Some were taken back to their 
original layout and others changed 
function for the future. 

“It was always a journey for us 
because we didn’t know anything 


about ships. 

“That was the point of the exercise. 
It’s always fresh. That’s the nice 
thing about managing the develop¬ 
ment; we’ve done it all ourselves. 

“I’ve learnt how to use a gas 
plasma cutter. Whatever you need on 
a marine engineering front I’ve got 
some skills; I’m not saying I’ve 
mastered them all though.” 

Having both worked in the arts for 
a number of years they have often 
been a part of other people’s success 
stories and so wanted to create one of 
their own. So far it is paying off. 

“We are completely self-funded 
through all our savings and money 
we earn in our freelance work comes 
into this,” said Paivi. “We’ve had 
expertise from the marine industry 
too. 

“One thing we have learnt is how 
amazing the river community is in 
sharing knowledge. Rather than 
people thinking ‘what are these two 
people doing?’, they’ve all been 
helping.” 

Having had it from a shell means 
they can easily plan what they want 
to use the space for, although they 
have had to work that around which 
areas they are restoring. 

“Although we are privately run we 
do lots of community outreach work, 
so we are driven by the feedback we 
receive,” explained Paivi. “It’s nice to 
see the community growing around 
us. The centre of Medway is moving 
to this location. 


“It’s enabled us to do a lot of 
collaboration, with the university 
across the road, the student village, 
and the local schools.” 

A mixture of grants, savings and 
income streams from their various 
ventures helps keep the boat afloat in 
more ways than one. 

“It’s a mixed economy. We are still 
in our audience development phase,” 
she said. “That’s why we’ve been 
open constantly because we wanted 
to see what works. We often have 
grants to deliver outreach work. 

“We are funded by Kent County 
Council for some things and match 
fund it so we give in-kind support to 
give a service for free to the schools. 


“We work with 20 schools, and 
build on our relations. 

“We do some private hire, we’ve 
had a couple of wedding receptions, 
birthdays, and anniversaries. We 
run Arts Council funded activities. 
Some are ticketed and we try to offset 
with some of our grants so we can 
offer free activities in half term. It’s a 
platform for doing all sorts of things. 

“It is important for us to demon¬ 
strate that it is economically viable 
in its own right. It’s proved in four 
years that it’s a sustainable model. 

“In terms of income generation I

do arts consultation, so not all 
income revolves around LV21. They 
complement each other.” 

The programming is as much 
about what they enjoy as what they 
think will work. 

“Sometimes chipping bitumen for 
weeks on end can get to you, so 
having the motivation to clear it up if 
there is an event is quite good,” she 
said. 

“Everything has worked, but it’s 
been more about what we like doing. 
We’ve tested out doing a bar or 
running a wedding reception. That 
was very stressful.

“We want to be a bit selfish, that 
what we offer is what we enjoy doing. 
It’s not only our business but our 
social life. We’ve spent so many 
hours on it that we want to pro¬ 
gramme something that we enjoy.” 

Gary, 44, added: “We’ve done all 
sorts from club nights to punk to folk, 
to theatre, to poetry. We wanted to 
test it and see how audiences react. 

“There are some that we do that 
are not commercially based and the 
way it gets delivered is getting public 
money.

What better way to spend Valentine’s Day than creating something special 
for the one you love. Claire Spreadbury brings you some chocolate and heart 
inspired recipes to ensure things run smoothly for the big day this week. 


I F there’s one day in the year 
when cooking should be a la¬ 
bour of love, it’s February 14. 

But you don’t need to slave 
away over a three-course 
meal, or create anything over 
elaborate. 

Simply head to the kitchen, roll 
up your sleeves and make some¬ 
thing sweet and sugary in the 
shape of a heart. 

For a Valentine with more of a 
savoury palette, feel free to add to 


these recipes. 

You could nibble on foods 
known for their aphrodisiac 
qualities, such as asparagus and 
oysters, or you could buy a 
beautiful piece of skrei - a Norwei- 
gian delicacy that’s just come into 
season and is known as the ‘fish of 
love’. 

But most lovers would be more 
than happy to be given one of 
these delicious cakes, served with 
nothing other than two spoons. 


WARM DATE AND CHOCOLATE POTS 


INGREDIENTS 

100g chopped dates 

50g white chocolate, broken into 

pieces 

40g toasted chopped mixed nuts 
75g dark chocolate, broken into 
pieces 

75g unsalted butter 
75ml semi-skimmed milk 
60g caster sugar 
2 medium eggs, whisked 
ltsp vanilla extract 
l/4tsp baking powder 
A pinch of cream of tartar 
50g ground almonds 


METHOD 

1 Pre-heat the oven to 200C/ 
Fan 180C/Gas Mark 6. 

2 Lightly grease six ramekins 
or ovenproof espresso cups 
with a little butter (unless you’re 
incredibly hungry, you can save 
some for another night). 

3 Divide the chopped dates 
(Whitworths work well) 
equally between the ramekins 
or cups and sprinkle the white 
chocolate and the chopped 
nuts over the top of the dates, 
again equally dividing between 


the ramekins or cups. 

4 Place the dark chocolate, 
butter, milk and caster sugar 
in a heavy-based saucepan and 
gently heat until the chocolate 
has melted. 

5 Transfer to a mixing bowl 
and stir until smooth. 

6 Whisk the eggs, vanilla 
extract, baking powder 
and the cream of tartar into the 
dark chocolate mixture until 


it is evenly combined. 

7 Gently fold in the ground 
almonds and divide the 
mixture evenly between the 
ramekins or cups. 

8 Bake in the centre of the 
pre-heated oven for 20 
minutes, or until the surface is 
cooked but soft and fudge-like in 
the centre. 

9 Serve warm with a scoop of 
ice cream or clotted cream. 


CHOCOLATE BERRY CAKE

INGREDIENTS 

For the crust: 

175g soft margarine 
175g caster sugar 
150g self-raising flour 
25g cocoa 

l/2tsp baking powder 
3 eggs 

For the filling: 


lOOg dark chocolate, broken into 
pieces 

200ml double cream 
150g raspberries 
225g strawberries, hulled and 
sliced 

A little icing sugar, sifted 

METHOD 

1 Preheat the oven to 180C/Gas 
Mark 4. 

2 Grease the base and sides of 
a 25 x 38cm Swiss roll tin (or 
roasting tin with the same base 
measurement) and line the base 
with a piece of non-stick baking 
paper. 

3 Add the margarine and 
sugar to the bowl of an 
electric mixer or food processor, 
sift in the flour, cocoa and baking 
powder, then add the eggs and 
beat until smooth, or mix in a 
bowl with a wooden spoon. 

4 Spoon the cake mixture into 
the lined tin and spread into 


an even layer. Bake for 15-18 
minutes until the cake springs 
back when lightly pressed in the 
centre of the tin with fingertips. 

5 Leave to cool for 15 minutes, 
then loosen the edges and 
turn out on to a wire rack. 

6 When cold, peel off the lining 
paper and fold the paper into 
three triangles, with the two outer 
triangles going one way and the 
centre one pointing the other. 

7 Draw a large heart in one of 
the triangles that’s about 14 x 
20cm, then cut it out and use this 
as a template to cut two more 
hearts from the other triangles. 

8 Lay the templates on the cake 
and cut around them with a 
small sharp knife. Check the 
shapes are the same by stacking 
the cakes one on top of the other 
and trimming a little off the sides 
if needed, then separate the 
cakes once more. 

9 Melt the chocolate in a bowl 
set over a saucepan of very 


gently simmering water for about 
five minutes. Stir until smooth, 
then take the pan off the heat. 

1 Slowly whisk in the cream 
J. \J until thick and glossy, then 
chill in the fridge for about 15 
minutes until thick enough to 
spread. 

U Spread the cream mixture 
evenly over all three cake 
layers. 

1 O Arrange a single row of 
± Cl raspberries around the 
edge of one of the cakes, then 
crumble the rest and arrange 
with the sliced strawberries over 
the other two layers. 

1 Q Carefully stack the cakes 
-L O together on a pedestal 
plate, if you have one, with the 
raspberry edged cake on top, 
then dust the raspberries with a 
little sifted icing sugar. 

1 A Chill in the fridge until 
± uTready to serve.

F two adjectives best describe 
the White Horse on The Green 
at Bearsted, near Maidstone, 
they are ‘busy’ and ‘slick’. 
Cutting to the chase, the 
White Horse was well worth a visit: 
The food was very good, the service 
professional and the decor with its 
mixture of open beams and glass 
chic attractive and welcoming. 

On my recent Saturday night visit 
at least, it was buzzing with chatter 


from its late twenties to early fifties 
professional customers. Most were 
dressed to go out and were seemingly 
having a good time. 

In fact, I think I was lucky to get a 
table it was that popular. As a rule of 
thumb, a busy place is usually a good 
one. 

My guest and I arrived early for 
our 8pm table and had hoped to find 
a quiet corner and enjoy a pre-dinner 
drink. Not a chance, the White Horse

was heaving, but in a friendly, 
vibrant way. 

This old inn has been revamped 
and the original various snugs and 
corner areas around the bar area 
have been retained, the result is a 
stylish mix of the spacious and the 
cosy. This is a good-size place, but 
everyone else got there before us! 

So we decided to take our drinks 
- Doom Bar served here - to our table 
and were shown to our seats on the 
top floor of the three-level restau¬ 
rant. The interior blends old and new 
into the perfect decor for its chic, 
professional clientele. 

My guest started with arancini 
risotto balls with tomato salsa and 
green chilli mayo, a new experience 
for her and one she described as 


‘tasty, with a crispy coating around a 
sticky risotto’. 

I went for the spiced lamb koftas 
with tzatziki and sweet chilli jam, 
which were very good. 

Our main courses were lamb rump 
served with asparagus, chorizo and 
dauphinoise potatoes, which was, 
judging by how quickly my guest 
cleared her plate, a big hit; and 
spit-roasted chicken, served with 
lemon and garlic confit, and fries, 
which were served in a smart, stylish 
metal pot. 

Our meals were well-presented, 
piping hot and delicious. A quick 
mention too for the service, which 
was attentive and friendly. My only 
criticism was that our finished main 
courses did take a while to be cleared 


away, but then again, the restaurant 
was very busy. 

Almost defeated by the sheer size 
of my chicken dish, I opted out of 
pudding until my partner plumped 
for the baked cheesecake and I, 
gallantly, added a second spoon to 
her order. We also enjoyed a coffee 
liquor each. 

Bill-wise, ours came to £79 for our 
starters, main courses, single 
pudding, liquor coffees and bottle of 
crisp sauvignon blanc.

Construction helping build 
road out of the recession? 


T HE construction indus¬ 
try is often used as a ba¬ 
rometer for the health of 
the economy. 

If people are buying 
homes, then lending is fluid and 
there’s a confidence in the market. 

If there’s increased demand for 
commercial properties, then it 
points to expansion which can only 
be fuelled by lending or success. 

And if the construction industry 
starts to move, it does so by employ¬ 
ing people, enriching local econo¬ 
mies and putting pounds in people’s 
pockets. 

In short, if construction starts to 
boom, the chances are the economy 
is on the up. 

All of which means we should 
take heart from the latest figures 
which suggest it is enjoying a ren¬ 
aissance after years of gloom. 

According to the latest figures, 
the UK has registered a 67 per cent 
increase in the value of new projects 
year-on-year to December 2013. 

And Kent is playing a key role in 
that growth. 


New UK projects up by 67 per cent 
with the county’s building growth 
leading the way, Joe Bill investigates 


The figures come from construc¬ 
tion industry expert Barbour ABI. 

It produces a monthly market re¬ 
port to gauge the progress of the 
business. 

Its latest report has revealed that 
in December alone, the value of 
new construction contracts across 
the UK was £6 billion - a 67.1 per 
cent increase on December 2012. 

The south east contributed £717 
million towards that figure for the 
construction contracts awarded in 
December. 

These projects were awarded 
across all sectors including indus¬ 
trial, residential, education and in¬ 
frastructure. 

Lead economist at Barbour ABI, 
Michael Dali, explained that the 
south east’s contribution has 


helped boost the nation’s construc¬ 
tion industry. He also believes the 
industry will continue its upward 
curve during 2014. 

He said: “In terms of industrial 
construction, the south east was 
accountable for more than £90m in 
December, which was 18.6 per cent 
of the overall contracts awarded for 
the sector. 

“That is the biggest contribution 
from a region in the UK and shows 
an increase of 17.6 per cent from 
the same month last year.” 

The economist was also quick to 
praise work from Kent in his report. 

He said: “A massive 32 per cent of 
the south east figures, or £28.8m, 
came from Kent alone.” 

“This growth in activity is largely 
attributable to a number of key 
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projects in the county.” 

Kent’s most expensive project 
was also one of the most expensive 
in the UK during 2013. 

The £105m extension of the 
Kentish Flats Wind Farm off the 
coast of Herne Bay ranked in 
the country’s top five last year - ac¬ 
cording to the report. 

This sector was also boosted by 
the agreement to build the Kemsley 
Sustainable Energy Plant in Sitting- 
bourne, in a deal worth £80m. 

The plant, which will turn 
550,000 tonnes of pre-treated 
waste a year into energy, is expect¬ 
ed to be completed by 2016. 

In the UK, the infrastructure sec¬ 
tor saw significant growth with the 
total value of projects awarded 
reaching £2.2bn, a 10.6 per cent in¬ 
crease from November 2013 and a 
huge 101.6 per cent year-on-year 
growth. 

Michael Dali believes this in¬ 
crease in infrastructure projects is 
a strong indicator of future growth

orget London, come to us' 
is message to hi-tech start-ups

SKILLS shortages, funding issues and a lack of 
quality affordable commercial property - that 
is what faces companies in Tech City, the 
Government’s flagship technology vehicle in 
Shoreditch for start-up businesses. 

That is the claim in a new report, Tech City 
Futures, compiled by marketing agency GfK in 
conjunction with accountants Grant Thornton. 

While it is not surprising that overseas tech 
companies gravitate to London, 
the very industry they operate in 
makes it so much easier to run 
from less expensive, well-con¬ 
nected locations that offer far 
greater quality of life - like Kent. 

The Tech City Futures report 
revealed that nearly half (45 per 
cent) of its firms could not find 
the specialist IT skills they 
needed, with 70 per cent finding 
a shortage of programmers. 

Commentators on inward 
investment, such as Ernst and 
Young, believe the UK’s economy 
is too London-centric. 

Their 2013 Foreign Direct Investment (FDI) 
report showed that 60 per cent of investments 
into the UK went to London, whereas only six 
per cent of Germany’s FDI went to Frankfurt. 

A recent poll found 60 per cent of foreign 
companies now believe regional destinations 
are strong investment alternatives to London 
with 28 per cent saying a heavy reliance on 
London is bad for the UK’s economy. 

So what does Kent offer as an alternative? 


High speed rail links mean the county is 
within easy reach of the capital and yet 
property prices, both commercial and residen¬ 
tial, are lower than in London. 

We also have a plentiful supply of suitably 
qualified graduates from our universities, 
adding to our growing skills base. This includes 
2,700 tech-based companies in Kent, 30,000 
people employed in software services and 
consulting, and more than 700 students a year 
graduating with ICT degrees. 

There are great locations for 
tech businesses to establish 
themselves, such as Kent Science 
Park, Discovery Park, the 
Innovation Centre Medway, 
innovation centres at The Bridge 
and The Base, Dartford, and 
Maidstone Studios 
And well-publicised financial 
investment programmes such as 
Expansion East Kent, TIGER in 
the Thames Gateway and 
Escalate in west Kent are helping 
companies to launch and grow. 
On February 12, a delegation 
from the county, including Kent County 
Council leader Paul Carter, is attending 
Established Meets Emerging - East Kent Meets 
East London, at Level 39 at Canary Wharf.

S OUTH east firms are set to 
undergo a pilot scheme 
which will see them 
offered trade advice on ex¬ 
porting their products onto 
the international market. 

Trade minister Lord Livingston is 
hoping to kick-start the economy by 
offering support to mid-sized busi¬ 
nesses (MSBs) looking to break into 
new markets. 

MSBs have a turnover of between 
£25m and £500m per year and more 
than half of them have fewer than 
250 employees. 

Ahead of a possible nationwide 
roll-out, the south east has been cho¬ 
sen as a guinea pig for the scheme as 
the region offers the largest selection 
of MSBs outside London. 

About 16 per cent of workers in the 
region are employed by the 1,430 
MSBs based here. 

Lord Livingston has announced he 
will offer advice and support from the 
Government’s international market 
arm, UK Trade and Investment 
(UKTI), to help propel businesses 


into the wider global market. 

He explained that mid-sized busi¬ 
nesses are “vital to the Government’s 
long-term economic plan to reduce 
the deficit and create more jobs”. 

Independent employers’ organisa¬ 
tion, the Confederation of British In¬ 
dustry, estimates that, if middle-sized 


firms reach their full potential, it 
would be worth £20-£50bn to the UK 
economy. 

Lord Livingston said: “MSBs have 
the potential to be economic power¬ 
houses for the UK economy, creating 
jobs and growth for all UK regions. 

“Their success is dependent on ex¬ 


panding beyond domestic markets so 
we will be making personal contact 
with all MSBs, to find out what we 
can do to help them go up a gear and 
compete with the best the rest of the 
world has to offer. 

“Businesses excel with UKTI’s sup¬ 
port and we want to make sure that 
they are not just trading abroad, but 
thriving there.” 

Currently, only 17 per cent of the 
UK’s MSBs generate revenues outside 
of the EU compared with 25 per cent 
in Germany and 30 per cent in Italy. 

UKTI south east regional director 
Lewis Scott said: “The south east is an 
exporting giant. The biggest regional 
exporter with exports worth £33.4bn 
by the end of December 2013. 

“The region is the largest base for 
medium-sized companies outside 
London. 

“We hope this scheme will encour¬ 
age other businesses to take advan¬ 
tage of what we offer. We are here to 
support every mid-sized company 
wanting to sell overseas by providing 
bespoke trade advice.” 

UKTI market and sector experts 
are based both in the UK and overseas 
- across 160 locations in 111 
countries. 


for other construction schemes. 

He said: “The performance of 
infrastructure as a sub-sector is also 
incredibly encouraging. 

“The figures are a reflection of 
an exciting year of renewed opti¬ 
mism for the construction industry 
and, as a major contributor to 
figures for the industry as a whole, 
the sustained period of strong 
project values in this sector is good 
news and a key indicator for future 
growth.” 

The research also highlights 
sustained growth in the residential 
construction sector. 

In the south east in December, 
there were contracts totalling 
£237.5m awarded, which was 
14.6 per cent of the total value of 
contracts awarded for the sector in 
the UK. 

The total contract value for 
December in this sector grew by 88.2 
per cent year-on-year. 

Kent’s largest residential 
construction project is at St Mary’s 
Island in Chatham. Valued at 
£60m, it is one of the most expensive 
residential constructions outside of 
London. 

In Kent’s commercial sector, the 
market research highlighted the 
Neats Court Development on the Isle 
of Sheppey as the county’s largest 
on-going construction project for 
2013. 

The £12.5m development at 
Queenborough will include a 
supermarket and petrol station. 

It will also boast a number of food 
outlets, a family pub and retail 
stores, and it is hoped to bring up to 
600 jobs to the area. 


Designer outlet set 
to go big on luxury 


MORE details have emerged about the expan¬ 
sion of Ashford’s McArthurGlen Designer Out¬ 
let - a move which will dramatically enhance 
the retail offering at the site and which should 
be open for business by 2016. 

In November, McArthurGlen announced its 
popular centre close to Ashford International 
station would double in size with the opening 
of a new luxury and premium shopping area. 

The centre, which was designed by Sir Rich¬ 
ard Rogers and opened in 2000, will add a fur¬ 
ther 175,000 sq ft of retail space, of which 
75,000 sq ft will house a new luxury quarter. 

McArthurGlen is due to hand in a planning 
application to Ashford Borough Council in the 
coming months. 

Managing director Gary Bond said: “Ashford 
is already home to some of the most sought-af¬ 
ter premium and designer brands in the UK. 

“What we are seeing, given the good com¬ 
munication links with London, as well as with 
continental Europe and the coast, and the 
emergence of London as a global shopping des¬ 
tination, is the rising demand for more luxury 
and premium brands.” 

The design of the new expansion at Ashford 
will continue with the village-style theme of¬ 
fering a combined total of around 358,000 sq ft 
of retail space and an additional 80 stores, 
bringing the total to 165 outlets. 

This will make it one of the largest designer 
outlets in the UK. 

Mr Bond adds: “We have received tremen-

F ACED with ever-present 
headlines about ever- 
rising energy prices, it’s 
easy to feel helpless. But, 
if you are willing to 
invest a little time and money in 
some basic DIY, you and your 
home can fight back. 

One of the best ways to make 
your home more energy efficient is 
to insulate the loft. 

According to the Energy Saving 
Trust, a quarter of the heat in an 
uninsulated home is lost through 
the roof. 

They say that laying 27cm of 
insulation, which is the recom¬ 
mended depth for mineral wool 
(other materials may vary), in an 
uninsulated loft will save you up to 
£180 a year (based on a three-bed 
semi with gas central heating). 

Even if your loft has insulation, it 
may not be thick enough. Insulat¬ 
ing it is usually a straightforward 
DIY job and can make a big 
difference to how warm your home, 
particularly the upstairs, feels.

Some people, such as pensioners 
and those on low incomes, can 
currently qualify for free energy¬ 
saving measures, including loft 
insulation. If this applies to you, 
do something about it now, in case 
the schemes are watered down or 
withdrawn. 

Don’t forget to insulate any 
water pipes and boiler tanks in the 
loft, as insulating the loft floor will 
make the loft colder because less 
heat will get through from the 
rooms below. 

One of the hazards of winter is 
burst pipes, so don’t take any risks 
- insulate pipes in the loft and 
anywhere else you can access 
them, including raised wooden 
floors at ground level. 

If your home’s radiators aren’t as 
powerful as you’d like, bleed them. 

Radiators containing trapped air 
are hot at the bottom, but cold 
further up, so they are not giving 
off as much heat as they should. 

Bleeding them is easy - simply put 
a radiator key or small screwdriver 

KMI 


(depending on the type of hole) into 
the bleed valve on the radiator and 
open the valve to let out the air. 

Another reason a radiator might 
seem inadequate is simply if it’s not 
powerful enough for the room it’s in. 

Radiator output is measured in 
btus (British thermal units) and to 
work out the btus needed to heat a 
room, ask a plumber or use an 
online btu calculator. 

Old radiators are usually less 
powerful than modern ones 
because technology has improved, 
so replacing old radiators can make 
a big difference. 

Or, a classic error, perhaps your 
furniture is in the wrong place? 

You don’t, for example, want a 
radiator pumping heat into the 
back of a sofa. In this case, it’s best 
to move the radiator or swap a 
horizontal radiator for a vertical 
one, which will take up less space 
at sofa level. 

If you can’t afford to do this, 
move the piece of furniture to get 
more out of the existing radiator. 


Another area of major heat loss 
are old, especially single-glazed, 
windows. 

Replacing windows is obviously 
expensive, but you can work with 
what you have by fitting secondary 
glazing units or film (clear film you 
fix in place across the windows), or 
buying thermal curtains. 

You can also fit weatherstrip¬ 
ping, which is draught-proofing 
tape that helps to fill the gap 
between the frame and the 
window’s moving parts. 

Weatherstripping can also be 
used around exterior doors. 

At the bottom of the door, use a 
brush draught-excluder strip - 
simply cut it to fit and screw it in 
place. 

A fabric ‘sausage’ draught 
excluder will also help, as a brush 
strip will only cover some of the 
gap - fit it too low and it will drag 
on the floor. 

Also don’t forget to fit keyhole 
and letter box covers to stop cold 
air coming in there too.

It’s also fair to say its youthful appeal 
has been surrendered in favour of 
pleasing a wider audience or keeping 
original fans happy as they grew older, 
so dimensions and practicality have 
grown at the expense of compactness 
and sportiness. 

But the car has loyal fans and the 
latest fourth generation car (from 
£22,595) is both sleeker and more 
practical than ever, with more boot 
space, a fully flat load floor with 
seats folded, plus generous under 
floor stowage. 

It has also gained a lifting tailgate, 
which people prefer for easy loading 
and as a rain shelter, particularly 
when ‘grandstanding’ at rural events. 

The rear now seats three in 
comfort too, with generous leg and 
headroom and a virtually flat floor, 
allowing all rear passengers to scoot 
across easily and alight either side. 

The latest car also appears even 
more rock solid, to go with its 
legendary reliability, but there is a 
marked lack of flair about the new 
cabin and while the big infotainment 
touchscreen works well, it is dull and 


off the pace set by others. 

That said, there is plenty of 
stowage space, and the commanding 
driving position that made the 
original car so popular is still a 
highlight, while handling remains 
sure-footed, body roll is well-control- 
led on corners and ride quality is 
forgiving enough to make the latest 
RAV a good all-rounder. 

Powertrain options are diesel 
except for a 2.0-litre petrol with a 
CVT (continuously variable trans¬ 
mission) ‘box - the cheapest 4x4 
version in the range - but you’ll pay 
just £900 more to get the equivalent 
diesel 4x4 model and benefit from an 
extra lOmpg on average. 

And if economy is the key issue for 
you, check out the cheaper front 
wheel drive only variants. 

Toyota was a pioneer in offering 
this choice on early RAV4s, but the 
market wasn’t ready then. Now it is, 
as people recognise economy and 
lower running costs and emissions 
are as important as SUV style - the 
latest RAV4 should please on both 
counts and comes with Toyota’s 
five-year/100,000-mile warranty.

Outlandish appeal 
is growing on UK 

Mitsubishi’s mid-range SUV has been a 
slow burn with UK buyers and, as ever, 
they must look deep to find its virtues, 
but they’re worth it, writes Steve Loader 


C AR makers don’t always 
get it right in the naming 
game, but Mitsubishi 
picked well with Outland¬ 
er for its mid-range SUV. 

It sounds like the Japanese brand 
wanted to underline the car’s 
respectable off-road ability - getting 
‘out there’ - and being an outsider 
different from the norm. 

The original version arrived here 
in 2004, late in its production cycle, 
and you could see why Mitsubishi 
had dallied - it was only available 
with a thirsty petrol engine better 
suited to the American market. 

This was put right in 2007, with a 
far superior Midi model offering 
seven seats and diesel power, 
which also gained wider market 
penetration through two spin-offs 
with slightly different styling and 
sold by Peugeot and Citroen as the 
4007 and C-Crosser respectively. 

This trio set the stage for the Mldll 
Outlander’s arrival in 2012, this 
time without Peugeot-Citroen clones. 

Styling-wise, it is a slight step 
backwards; less sharply defined and 
more anonymous, distracting from 
virtues such as keen pricing with a 
flexible all wheel drive as standard, 
low running costs, a hugely 
expanded load capacity, and the 
brand’s reputation for the reliability 
and ruggedness of its 4x4 models, 
championed by the venerable 
Shogun off-roader and big-selling 
L200 pick-up - catalyst for the UK 
pick-up market. 

Apart from the five-seat GX2 - 
designed to highlight a low £23,699 
entry price to the range and attract 
fleet users such as Government 
departments and police forces - the 
Outlander also comes with seven 
seats as standard (from £26,399). 

This alone is attractive against key 
five-seat only rivals like the Toyota 
RAV4, Mazda CX-5, Honda CR-V, 


Ford Kuga and Nissan X-Trail. 

And while none of this pack or 
the Outlander claim to be a proper 
off-roader, the Mitsubishi has an 
edge, with decent ground clearance 
for rougher situations even if it 
cannot yomp over rough terrain like 
its Shogun stablemate. 

It also has a more flexible all-wheel 
drive transmission than most rivals: 
Mostly, it can run in 4WD ECO, a 
fuel-efficient front-wheel drive only 
mode that only engages the rear 
wheels if a loss of traction is detected. 

Next up is 4WD AUTO or normal 
mode, allowing off-road performance 
in most conditions, leaving 4WD 
LOCK or high-traction at a lower 
speed for the worst situations. 

On-road, the Outlander is set up 
for comfort rather than a sporting 
drive, which should suit most 
would-be buyers, who will want the 
car for its people and load-carrying 
capacity and ability to cover rougher 
ground without too much jolting. 


The cabin is also a good place to 
be; airy with robust and comfortable 
materials and trimming and a large 
boot and overall cargo capacity, 
though this varies according to 
whether you opt for a five or seven- 
seat version. 

For now, the single powertrain 
option is a 147bhp 2.2-litre 
turbodiesel carried over from before; 
it is refined with a respectable 
take-off (0-62mph in 10.2 seconds) 
and economy - 52.3mpg on the 
combined cycle for seven-seat 
manual models. 

However, Mitsubishi is about to 
launch the SUV sector’s first plug-in 
hybrid; the Outlander PHEV (Plug-In 
Hybrid Electric Vehicle). 

It would have been with us earlier, 
but Mitzi says demand elsewhere has 
outstripped supply.

for a £5,000 Government grant 
awarded to cars demonstrating 
effective all-electric power; the 
Outlander PHEV claims an electric 
range of 32.5 miles before needing 
to fall back on its piston engine.

B ULLISH predictions of 
bumper car registra¬ 
tions in 2013 duly came 
to pass; a welcome 
signal of gathering 
confidence and strength in the UK 
economy. 

The final total was 2,264,737 
cars, up 10.8 per cent on 2012, and 
exceeding the 2.25 million forecast 
by industry mouthpiece, the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders (SMMT). 

It was also the highest annual 
registration total since 2007, just 
before the recession-tsunami hit 
the UK, making us Europe’s second 
largest car market after Germany. 

Pundits suggest a further one per 
cent growth during 2014. 

SMMT chief executive Mike 
Hawes claimed the UK new car 
market had helped stimulate the 
country’s economic recovery, 
adding: “While the European 
market is only now showing signs 
of improvement, the UK has 
consistently outperformed the rest 
of Europe with 22 consecutive 
months of growth. 

“The 10.8 per cent increase in 
2013 reflects the attractive 
financial offers available, as well 
as increased demand for more 
technologically advanced new 
cars.” 

Lest anyone think rising 
registrations are fuelling another 
classic British boom ‘n’ bust 
scenario, it is also worth noting 
the country’s status as a major car 
producer and exporter is also rising.

Car production rose 3.1 per cent 
in 2013 to exceed 1.5 million units 
- the highest volume since 2007 - 
and is expected to post a record 
two million by 2017. 

Motorists switching or downsiz¬ 
ing to more fuel-efficient cars is 
part of the rising registration 
trend, in partnership with lower 


C02 emissions that can slash or 
even remove road tax. 

Manufacturers, keen to keep car 
plants churning through the 
recession, also pegged car prices 
over recent years and offered low 
rate finance, incentives such as 
maintenance plans and preferential 
insurance, and advantageous PCP 


(personal contract plan) schemes 
that help motorists work out 
exactly what their monthly 
motoring budget will be. 

Many would-be buyers have also 
realised buying a new car that is 
cheaper to run is a morale-boosting 
way to use savings which earn little 
or no interest in the bank at present. 
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B RITISH car buyers have 
learned to love small cars. 

For years the family car 
dominated sales, then we 
downshifted to family 
hatchbacks and now superminis rule. 

The trend has been driven by 
soaring fuel and insurance costs, 
greater environmental awareness, 
punitive road tax on larger cars, plus 
ever more stylish small cars. 

The supermini, and even smaller 
city car, now have a 40 per cent 
share of new car sales, followed by 
family hatchbacks with around 25 
per cent of registrations. 

It might not be long though before 
family hatchbacks are under threat 
too from the new kid on the block; 
the crossover. 

As the name implies, this straddles 
several sectors by being part family 
hatch, part MPV (multi-purpose 
vehicle) or people carrier, and part 
SUV (sports utility vehicle) and is 
highlighted by cars like the Hyundai 
ix35, Renault Captur and Peugeot 
3008. 

Nobody is saying this burgeoning 
sector will catch the supermini/city 
car though, which packs so much 
into a small package. 

Even the commonality of the 
two-box shape - dictated by the need 
for compact on-road dimensions - 
can now be addressed by ever more 
imaginative customisation; perhaps 
a roof of a different colour, pattern or 
decal; special wheels or bespoke door 
mirrors; or a wild paint job. 

Fact is, superminis can look alike... 
but they don’t have to.

S MALL is beautiful as far as 
the resurgent car market 
is concerned, but what if 
you need more space for 
your family or an active 

lifestyle? 

Fortunately, there is no shortage of 
options from a motor industry adept 
at identifying niches within niches. 

The SUV (sports utililty vehicle) 
and MPV (multi-purpose vehicle) 
have been two hugely popular 
alternative options. 

The former was largely inspired by 
rough, tough 4x4 styling, but when 
drivers realised they simply weren’t 
using the full off-road capacity, the 
complexity was reduced and the SUV 
or ‘soft-roader’ was born. 

Latterly, these are increasingly 


available in frugal front-wheel drive 
only form. 

The MPV’s one-box style and 
height evolved from the need to carry 
the maximum number of 
people and their luggage; 
a sort of posh minibus 
for which the term 
‘people carrier’ was 
quickly coined. 

The usual five or 
seven seats are also 
installed with flexibility 


in mind so they can be folded in any 
combination or even left flat, turning 
the MPV into a useful van. 


Not happy to leave it there, 
manufacturers then realised they 
could marry both types and add a 
dash of family hatchback driveabil¬ 
ity; so creating the crossover. 

But not everyone is convinced by 
these newbies, meaning there 

has also been a revival of 
the estate car, not 
that it’s often referred 
to so humbly - sports 
tourer, ST and other 
variations are more 


likely. This is because modern estates 
are expected to say more about your 
active living. 

Indeed, many are described as 
‘lifestyle estates’, where looks are 
often given priority over load-carry¬ 
ing prowess. 

Nevertheless, an estate is still a 
superior carrier to an equivalent 
hatchback and some versions even 
have a higher ground clearance and 
4x4 for limited off-roading. 

The choice is yours.

■ DON’T accept the first deal on 
offer - be ready to haggle. 

■ DON’T be afraid to ask for 
trimmings like a tank of fuel, 
car mats or further discounts or 
extras. 

■ DON’T fall for what seems like 
a big bargain before you even 
haggle. It could be an unpopular 
engine or trim combination or a 
car on ‘run-out’ where produc¬ 
tion ceased a while ago - it might 
be just as thirsty as your old car 
and will depreciate badly. 


■ DO pick a model that saves fuel, 
insurance, road tax and 
depreciation - it isn’t getting 
any easier out there. 

■ DON’T be blinded by road 
tax-exempt, but expensive eco 
models though - check price, 
running costs, green credentials 
and the savings over your 
planned mileage versus years of 
ownership, then compare against 
the closest standard version. The 
overall savings on the standard 
car may surprise you. 


■ DON’T assume diesel will 
save - you usually pay more 
upfront so you need to cover 
more miles to claw that money 
back in fuel economy, and the 
engines are generally heavier, 
which means more wear on 
front tyres and mechanicals. 
The fuel is also dearer at the 
pumps, while economy and 
emissions on small petrol cars 
have improved and they are 
often nicer to drive. 

In short... do your sums.

E CO motoring is big 

business, because canny 
new car buyers know more 
fuel-efficient cars save 
them fuel and tax, and 
they can also be seen to be doing 
their bit to save the planet. 

A new low emission car can 
mean no road tax ever (below 100g/ 
km C02) or at least in the first year 


(100-130g/km) while those who 
s1gP persistently buy gas-guzzling 
limos or 4x4s can expect to be 
clobbered with a bill of up to £1,065 
in year one and up to £490 
thereafter. 

True, anyone spending £50,000- 
100,000 on a car won’t worry about 
small change like that, but most of 
us want to save fuel and tax - as well 
help the environment. 

On the other hand, don’t change 
your car just to save a few pounds a 
year in road tax, when you could be 


paying hundreds a month to buy a 
ne^j vehicle. 

Instead, look at the bigger picture; 
the miles you cover, fuel costs, 
maintenance and depreciation on 
both your current car and the one 
you may buy. 

An important consideration on 
both ecological and economical 
fronts is also what type of powertrain 
you choose. 

Longer term, electric cars may be 
the answer, but battery technology 
must catch up and the emissions 


argument for electric is misleading. 

Until we have zgro emission power 
stations, electric cars simply transfer 
C02 and noxious gas output from 
exhaust pipe to belching chimney. 
Production of hydrogen to power our 
cars raises a similar dilemma. 

Hybrids are a real alternative, 
pairing conventional engines with 
electric power and batteries. 

They tend to be dearer upfront, but 
long-term savings can be great, yet 
conventional piston engine running 
costs and emissions are dropping 


and efficiency increasing too. 

Indeed, things are moving so fast 
that you marvel at what some 
government prodding has achieved. 

Most carmakers now have an 
eco sub brand: Hyundai offers Blue 
Drive and Skoda has Greenline, for 
instance 

Don’t ignore petrol cars though; 
the higher price of new diesels and 
the fuel at the pumps must be 
compared with new small capacity 
low emission/consumption yet lively 
turbocharged petrol engines.

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Colour is worth 
consideration

R esearch by the aa 

shows that only one per 
cent of men and three per 
cent of women think 
colour is important when 
choosing a new car. 

They need to think again, because 
hard-nosed second-hand buyers are 
fussier about what they spend their 
cash on, especially if they have to live 
with the car’s colour for longer than 
the three years of a typical first owner. 

So if a 14-Reg new car buyer gets 
the colour wrong, this could wipe 
value off the car when they trade it in 
- possibly thousands on an upmarket 
or sports model. 

Partnering it with a wild interior 
treatment is also a potential no-no, 
while leather or a quality man-made 
equivalent is well worth the invest¬ 
ment; it looks classier, is resistant to 
dirt and wears better. 

To be fair, most buyers play safe, 
which is why black, blue, red or silver 
dominate and metallic treatments 


are popular, but white is coming up 
fast; from being nowhere a few years 
ago it is now fashionable, helped by 
the vogue for Apple consumer 
electronics, and has been champi¬ 
oned by upmarket brands in their 
marketing and advertising material. 

However, along with darker colours, 
it shows dirt badly, while silver is seen 
as the easiest to keep clean. 

In the case of darker colours, 
fighting road grime may also 
highlight light scratches caused by 
more frequent visits to the car wash. 

Silver is still number one then, but 
blue and black are not far behind, 
while red, green and white make up 
a following pack. 

On the other hand, if you are 
opting for a sporting car, bright 
colours are king; remember that a 
Ferrari doesn’t look like a Ferrari 
unless it’s in Italian racing red. 

Some performance models even 
have their own bespoke colours such 
as sunburst yellows and acid greens, 
usually paired with smoked or black 
alloys - discerning used car buyers 
will want these combinations just as 
much as the car’s first owner.

Look after your new 14-Reg motor 


I T was once a matter of pride for 
car owners to service and 
maintain their own cars as 
much as possible, but it’s now 
largely a job for the professional 
mechanic, or technician, as garages 
prefer to call them now. 

And though modern cars are far 
more reliable than ever before, we 
still have a tendency to ignore faults 
and stretch service intervals far 
longer than we ought to, endanger¬ 
ing the warranty and provenance of 
the vehicle when we come to sell. 

So, having bought a 14-Reg car: 

■ Stick to the service record. Get it 
serviced at the correct mileages 
or annually and ensure the 
servicing book is stamped up, 


although some motor marques 
are switching to centralised 
digital records so that a car’s 
servicing record is always 
available. 

■ Read the warranty thoroughly 
to ensure there are no possible 
pitfalls that could endanger the 
guarantee. 

■ Act on any recalls from the 
manufacturer, even if they do 
not relate specifically to safety 
- it will help maintain the 


warranty and future saleability ■ 
of the car. 

■ Don’t rely on the MOT as 
insurance of the car’s safety and 
reliability, even if has just passed 
with flying colours. Problems 
can arise at any time and must 
be checked as soon as possible. 

■ Check lights regularly for safety 
and legality. Get used to 
‘lighting up’ in the garage or 
when you are nosed in or 
backed up to a wall. 


Check tyres - including the 
spare - monthly, and that 
includes the correct pressures. 
Though the legal tread depth is 
1.6mm, most motoring 
authorities advise replacement 
at 2mm, especially in winter 
conditions. 

■ Keep oil, windscreen washer, 
coolant, power steering, clutch 
and brake fluid levels topped up 
without over-filling, and make 
those checks on level ground. 


Don't wait for warning lights to 
come on; it could be too late to 
prevent damage or compromise 
safety. 

■ Replace wiper blades. There is 
little point in keeping the 
washer topped up if the blades 
are worn or split. But if the 
windscreen is covered with 
bugs and grease, don’t expect 
the washer and wipers to do 
the job for you - use a spray and 
elbow grease.

Yarnold in the 
zone as tension 
builds ahead of 
Sochi challenge 

Gold medal prospect Lizzy Yarnold is calmness personified 
as the Winter Olympics in Russia gets under way She talks 
to Greg Miles about her chances of sliding to success 

“It’s been a great motivation and 
such a confidence boost. I didn’t have 
any expectation of winning the 
World Cup at this stage in my career,” 
she said. “I didn’t think it would be 
quite so early. 

“It’s just been about being totally 
focused. It’s just given me the confi¬ 
dence to train hard and beat my re¬ 
sults.” 

The Sanki ski centre, where the 
competition takes place high up in 
the mountains to the north west of 
the coastal city of Sochi, presents its 
own set of challenges. Yarnold has 
only had limited time on the track 
such is the gruelling schedule of the 
World Cup season. 

Her last competitive race there 
came in the final World Cup event of 
last season in February 2013. 

Then she finished eighth in a time 
over two runs of 2 minutes 0.67 sec¬ 
onds, which was just 1.76 seconds off 
the time set by her greatest threat 
Pikus-Pace. 

Yarnold, who went to St Michael’s 
school in Otford, also spent time 
training at the track beforehand. 

“This time last year we had an in¬ 
ternational training week there,” she 
said. “You have to race at least 40 
times on a new Olympic track before 
you can compete at the Olympics. 

“Forty runs is not that much at all, 
it only equates to 40 minutes. 

“I know the Russian athletes have 
home advantage and have been on 
hundreds of runs on the track. 

“I have been 30 times at the mo¬ 
ment. It’s a really fun track. I enjoy 
sliding there. 

“It rushes from side to side, right to 
left and left to right.” 

She will be well up to speed with it 
by the time she competes on Thurs¬ 
day, having started training on it 
again last Tuesday. 

T here is simply no room for er¬ 
ror when it comes to racing 
and so no stone is left un¬ 
turned in her preparation.

T is a cliche but Lizzy Yarnold 
is truly as cool as ice. 

Calm, collected, nerves of 
steel, relaxed and all the other 
adjectives you could think of. 
You just would not guess 
she is number one in the world at one 
of the most terrifying sports in exist¬ 
ence - the bob skeleton; an 80mph 
surge down an ice track with just a 
glorified tea tray between you and the 
ground flying past. 

Her laid back, yet incredibly fo¬ 
cussed state, is all the more remarka¬ 
ble given she will be sliding head-first 
down the track at the Winter Olym¬ 
pics in Sochi this Thursday and Fri¬ 
day as the favourite for a gold medal. 

Speaking before she caught her 
flight to Russia last weekend, her 
mind was on one thing and one thing 
only - being focused. 

It is a not inconsiderable attribute 
to have when your task it to safely 
navigate your way down a 1,500m 
length of ice with more than a dozen 
corners to steer through when under 
up to 5G of pressure. 

Still, it is a skill the West Kingsdown 
athlete has mastered this season, 
winning, for the first time, the World 
Cup series of events. 

It adds to her already impressive 
CV, having won the Junior World 
Championship in 2012 and last year 
finishing with a bronze medal at the 
senior World Championships. 

In that final World Cup event before 
the Olympics where she was crowned 
overall winner, Yarnold came ninth 
on the day after suffering a bump on 
the way down the track in Konigsee, 
Germany. 

There was only one run, instead of 
two in the event as heavy snow forced 
the second to be cancelled. It did not 
stop her becoming the overall World 
Cup champion though. 

Her position before the race was 
such that she could only tie for first 
place overall in a worst case scenario 
as she led second place Noelle Pikus- 
Pace, by the exact number of points 
available for finishing in first. 
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But Yarnold, a former Maidstone 
Grammar School student insists 
there is no psychological advantage 
over her rivals going to Sochi. 

“I think it’s an interesting sport be¬ 
cause you’re not only competing 
against other athletes,” she said. 

“The competition time can be up to 
an hour or an hour and a half long. 

“You have the ice conditions and 
the weather conditions that can 
change the race time. So you’re not 
only racing each other but the ice. 
You’re just trying to better yourself. 

“I have got so much more learning 
still to do yet. There’s no real advan¬ 
tage of thinking about what the men¬ 
tal state of other athletes is.” 

American Pikus-Pace represents 
the biggest threat to Yarnold; match¬ 
ing Yarnold’s number of victories 
during this year’s World Cup events. 

The 31-year-old is naturally target¬ 
ing gold too as she looks to bow out of 
the sport on a high. It is a medal that 
has eluded her so far in her career. 

The mother-of-two was favourite 
for gold ahead of the 2006 Games, but 
she missed it after a runaway bobsled 
shattered her right leg as she stood 
near the finish line of an event. 

Four years later she missed out on a 
medal by just 0.10 seconds and fin¬ 
ished fourth. 

Although Yarnold came out on top 
in their rivalry, her success even sur¬ 
prised herself.

everybody around her puts in only in¬ 
creases her appetite for success. 

“Every single race I have entered it 
takes so much work,” she explains, 
“not only from myself but behind the 
scenes. We all walk the track to see 
how it is before each race, there’s the 
video analysis, the help with setting 
up the sled. There’s so much work 
that goes into it that there is no room 


to be complacent at all. I’m totally fo¬ 
cused.” 

It would be easy to assume the ‘fo¬ 
cus’ is a well-drilled soundbite - but 
the reality is that in our meetings and 
chats throughout the year, in the 
long build up to Sochi, she means 
every bit of what she says. She is ready 
to give it her all.

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WHAT IS THE BOB SKELETON? 


BOB skeleton isn’t a sport for the 
fainthearted. 

It is best described as sliding 
down a bobsleigh track on a tea tray. 

Sliders travel up to speeds of 
80mph just a couple of inches above 
the ice putting their body’s under 
immense pressure, with the 
G-forces taking them to the brink of 
a blackout in some cases. 

It was first included at an Olympic 
Games in 1928 in St Moritz, Switzer¬ 
land when American Jennison 
Heaton won gold, with his younger 
brother John runner-up. 

It returned 20 yeas later in 
Engadine, Switzerland when Italian 
Nino Bibbia took the honours. 

The sport was then taken off the 
Olympic schedule until 2002 in Salt 
Lake City, Utah. 

Great Britain is currently the most 
successful nation in the women’s 
sport with a gold, silver and bronze 
medals, while there are two bronzes 
to call upon from the men.

start of the World Cup season, she 
was as philosophical as ever about 
her chances and was even coy about 
her chances of being selected know¬ 
ing a tough season lay ahead.

It’s at the 
forefront of my mind. I’m excited to be 


in a position to be able to go. It’s been 
my dream for a long time.

A well drilled athlete from a young 
age, she has come to deal with any

the heptathlon as a teenager. 

She had dreams of furthering her 
career into modem pentathlon too. 

But that was all put on hold when 
she took part in a talent spotting ini¬ 
tiative run by UK Sport called Girls for 
Gold. That was six years ago and she 
had not even heard of the sport back 
then. 

From 1,500 the Olympic hopefuls 
were whittled down to 100, then 50 
and then 20 when Yarnold got an 
email confirming she had been se¬ 
lected for the skeleton. 

I n 2009 she went off to Lilleham- 
mer in Norway with the final ten 
selected to see who was actually 
up to the challenge. Despite a 
shaky start on the ice, Yarnold got to 
grips with the petrifying sport. 

Since passing that stage she has 
been based in Bath where there is a 
dry 140m push start training track 
for the skeleton athletes to make use 
of. She also completed a degree at the 
University of Gloucestershire in 2010 
while competing in races. 

During the summer she has slaved 
away in the gym, and winters have 
been spent competing in the unusual 
sport. 

At one stage she was still a ‘part- 
time’ athlete working at insurance 
underwriters Hardy in London on a 
placement. 

It was with the support of a col¬ 
league there, Mervyn Sugden, that 
she managed to compete in the early 
days with some financial support. 

Now he will be, in spirit, joining 
her on the journey in Sochi with her 
sled named after him. 

Going into her first Olympics 
she has been taking in as much as 
she can from fellow athletes, especial¬ 
ly those who represented Team GB at 
the Vancouver Games four years ago. 

One of those was Shelley Rudman 
who finished third in the World Cup 
series, and was sixth in Vancouver. 

Yarnold has also had the benefit of 
being around Amy Williams MBE 
who won gold in Vancouver, despite 
having never previously won a World 
Championship or World Cup event. 

She retired from the sport in the 
summer of 2012 and will be a pundit 
for the BBC in Sochi. 

“I have tried to get as much advice 
as I can from any other Olympian,” 
said Yarnold. “Shelley and I have 
competed on the circuit all year. 

“She has been a great help. This 
will be her third Olympics. She’s 
helped me understand about things 
like the mixed zone, how the media 
works. 

“Normally at a World Cup we will 
have 100 or 200 people watching, 
but there will be thousands at the Ol¬ 
ympics.” 

There are certain to be a few thou¬ 
sand back in Kent cheering her on too 
as she bids to join an illustrious list of 
medal winners from the county.
